has ever doubted. William went out of his 
way to exhibit it during the maneuvers at 
Duphel, and he has since repeatedly isvit- 
ed the voteran to spend * 
day with him at Berlin. Trained 
‘to military duties from boy hood 
he regarded Molke as his model in strategy 
and his reverence for the famous com- 
mander was not lessened by the appreeiation 
which he showed of the young Prince’s efforts 
to acquire the art of war. The Emperor, 
therefore, has taken an active share in the 
preparations for to-morrow. It was at his 
earnest request that Gen. Moltke consented to 
be present in Berlin, and Count Waldersee, 
chief of the grand staff of the army, was 
specially deputed to escort the General to the 
capital. 


— 
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BERLIN IN HOLIDAY DRESS. 

To-day every building in Berlin, where the 
eccipants can afford display, s dispiaying 
German flags; splendidly decorated arches, 
with appropriate descriptions, bear testimony 
to the popular esteem for the man, who in trae 
militety field, made German unity possible, 
and the Princes of the empire are gathered at 
the palace, as guests of the Kaiser, to take 
their part in paying honorable tribute to the 
Kaiser's great subject. The Berlin municip- 
ality has voted 50,000 marks asa Moltke fund 
„te the alms houses founded in henor of 
the late Emperor William and bis consort, 
with the stipulation that Count Moltke 
shall have the right during his life time to 
choose the persons who are to benefit by it. 
Ten thousand marks are also to be presented 
to the Moitke Committee at Parchini, with a 
le of converting the bouse in which the 
Count was born into a perpetual monument to 
his memory and services. The Berlin Munic- 
ipality bas also voted an address to be pre- 
gseuted by the burgomaster, Herr Von 
Forokenbock. In this adaress the military 
services of Count Moltke tothe empire are 
gratefully mentioned, and an earnest wish 
expressed that be may long survive even the 
great age which he bas alread achieved. The 
language used ie delicate and judicious, and 
while giving all honor tothe bero, is mani- 
fested intended not to be offensive tothe 
pride of the French. 

DUKE OF SEDAN. 

Whether Gen. Moltke will receive the title 
of Duke of Sedan is said to be largely a matter 
ef choice with himself. On semi-official au- 
thority in Bertin it is stated that thp offer has 
been made by the Kaiser, and that Gen. 
Moltke has the matter iu consideration. 
Moltke bimself bas not been des roms of any 
Ostentation In connection with his birthday, 
as he wishes to remain in the complete re- 
pose, for the loss of which, at bis age, no 
Amount of honor isa sufficient compensa- 
tion, and it was only at the repeated 
request ot the Emperor that he consented to 
merge from his retirement to spenda few 
Gays amid the exciting surroundings of the 
eapital. It is said bya general officer who 
enjoys the confidence of Moltke that he de-

Now it is stated that the 
Oount Szapary, the new Hungarian Premier, 
is going to grant the Germans in Transy!l- 
vania complete autonomy in the adwmin- 
istration of property belonging to their 
University. This is a long standing wish 
ofthe Saxons and its fulfilment would re- 
move a good deal of discontentment while in 
nowlse interfering with Hungarian suprem- 
acy. This liberal action on the part of the 
Hungarians is not altogether unselfish, They 
comprehend that their interests and their 
independence are bound up with those of 
German Austria, and as the Germans in Han- 
gary are law-abiding and industrious c'tizens, 
there are material as well as political reasons 
for treating them fairly. * 

TONE OF THE RUSSIAN PRESS. 

The tone of Russia becomes more and more 
unfriendly. The Novce Vrema of 8. Peters- 
burg says of the Emperor: ‘‘William III. 
wishes to rule absolutely, disregarding ad- 
vice that clashes with his views, and is so 
wilful and impulsive that German policy 
changes from day to day. These and other 
hostile criticisms do not escape the notiee of 
the Kaiser, and especially as in view of the 
rigid censorship of the press in Russia such 
utterances may be regarded as sem!-official. 
The Emperor has shown marked coldness of 
late toward the Russian Ambassador, and 
strict orders have been issued to the various 
military poste near the Russian frontier to be 
on the lookout for spies. The civil authort- 
ties have also been instructed to carefully 
scrutinize the papers of persons visiting Ger- 
many from Russia.

GLADSTONE’S VIEWS. . 

The general opinion among Liberals is that 
this election has doomed the Tory Govern- 
ment. The sentence may be deferred, but not 
for long, and execution will promptly follow, 
The test was asignal one.

The leaders of the opposition consider they 
have sufficient grounds to demand of the 
Government an appeal te the country, and, if 
that falls, to petition the Queen to dissolve 
Parilament. The Conservatives and Union- 
ists seek to minimize their defeat by repre- 
senting it as one of the accidents of politics 
and attributing itto other causés than those 
at issue between the Coalition and the Liberal 
party. They think that temperance and labor 
questions, like local option andan eight- 
hour day, eon which all parties are divided 
among themselves, happened to strengthen 
the Liberal candidate in this instance and re- 
duced the contest to one of local significance. 
Mr. Gladstone is charged by them with ex- 
aggerating its importance by giving the iso- 
lated election a national bearing, and taking 
advantage ofthe circumstances to make an 
unwarranted attack on the Government anda 
specious appeal to the voters. Mr.Gladstone’s 
visit to Midlothian has been a triumph, ora- 
torical and political. His speech for sustained 
power at his time of life has astonished every- 
body. His audienees have been larger and 
more sympathetic than ever. His reception 
personally has excelied in enthusiasm any 
previous manifestations. Members of all par- 
ties have been drawn to join in it by his ven- 
erable mame and the magnetism of his elo- 
quence. Many feel that they look upon him 
for the last time. There is a tone of solemnity 
in hisspeech at times which shows that the 
thought is often on his mind. 

SHIP-OWNERS AND DOCK LABORERS. 

The trouble between the ship-owners and 
the dockers is chiefly due to the ignorance of 
the people with whom the ship-owners have 
to deal. The dockers are, most ot them, not 
only ignorant, hut uszintelligent. They won 
an enormous victory last year, which made 
them masters of the situation at the docks 
with good wages at command for a few hours 
of unskilled labor each day. They are not 
satisfied with this, but are apparently eu- 
gaged in killing the goose that lays the golden 
egg. They are even permitted te appoint their 
own foreman to supervise the work of 
unloading, instead of foremen appointed 
by the ship-owners. The lowest day’s earn 
ings is equal to an American dollar and the 
laborers earn $38 inaday. With all this the 
dockers lose no opportualty toe vex the ship- 
owners and delay the work, striking on 
flimsy pretexts and demanding increased pay 
at critioal moments.

ABOUT THE NAVY. 

Serious dissensions have occurred in the 
admiralty office. The naval service has been 
severely raked over the coais by the press of 
late. Big jobs and bad discipline are charged. 
Old-fashioned sotions are retained in the 
midst of the Improvements going on in naval 
construction and armament everywhere elev 
and retard the growth aud efficiency of the 
navy. Although a number of new ships have 
been ordered at immense cost, the work is 
to extend over a series of years 
and ts likely to be badly hampered and 
mismanaged underthe present system. The 
outcome of äli this complaintis tust the ad- 
viser of Lord Hamiliton, the First Lord of the 
Admiraity, has resigned his very important 
position. He gives as his reason that he 
cannot consent toa policy which will cause 
disaffection among the men in the fleet. If 
bis resignation is accepted it is feared the 
consequences will be unfortunate. It is 
doubtfal whether the loyalty eof the sa lors 
and the strength of the crews can be mais - 
tained. The erisis is a troublesome one and 
was predicted by Lord Charles Beresford 
when he resigned two years ago. 

BETTING AND BANKING. 

The enormous sum of £750,000 which a 
Frenchmarg won over the victory of Alicante 
in the Cambridgeshire, has produced an effect 
never dreamed possible. This is nothing less 
than a fall zo the rate of exchange between 
London and Paris. Though the fall isa slight 
one it is sufficientiy marked and has been the 
cause of a great deal of talk among the bank- 
ers on both sides of the channel. As the 
system of international betting is growing 
larger every year the authorities think the 
time is fast approaching when bankers and 
bettors will have to watch the race course as 
a powerful factor im the movements of the 
meney market.

The General declares that he is 
anxiousto tell the truth personally to the 
Americans. He has renounced politics and 
says he will never take it up again unless the 
French people should recall him.

Lorpow, Oct. 25..Germany andAustria are 
still irresolute as to future action im retalia- 
tion for the American tariff. Austria is help- 
less in this respect, ag she as nothing 
to retaliate with, and = exclusion 
of American products from the 
empire would burt America very 
little; while the American market for Hun- 
garian wines bas greatly expanded of late 
years and an embargo against Austria, under 
the authority granted to the President of the 
Americas Usion, would be a serious biow at 
Hungary. Op the other hand, the tariff 
is much more severe upon Germany than at 
Orst appreciated. The Germas manufactures 
for tie American market are mostly of in- 
ferior goods, upon which the tariff is heavi- 
est. England and France have supplied 
the higher quality of exports,on which the 
new tariff is proportionately low. Germany 
makes cheap goods, which had been coming 
rapidiy into favor with the American con- 
sumers. These now are almost driven out of 
the transatlantic market, and the fact Is littie 
short of a general calamity. 


ANEW ELDORADO, 


Astenishing Richness: ef the Gold Discoveries 
in the Chickasaw Natien, 


GAINESVILLE, Tex., Oct. B. -A old gentie- 
man, formerly a California miner but now a 
prominent business man in Fannin County, 
Tex., wasin Gainesville to-day on his way 
home from the the newly discovered gold 
flelds in the Arbuckle Mountains, 
Chickasaw Nation, where he bas 
been to investigate the nature of 


several leads, having been called there for 
that purpose by a couple of bis friends who 
are interested in those mines. The old miner 
was seen by a reporter while in this city and 
when asked about the prospects of the new 
gold fields he said: ‘‘So far as I was able to 
observe they are the richest I bave ever met, 
though 1 worked in the California mines ia 
mand im the 50’s. I found several 
rich leads some fifteen miles west of Tisho- 
minge, on Wilson Creek, which bad not deen 
discovered before, sofarasI know. My at- 
tention was called to some of these by an In- 
dian residing near by, while others I discov- 
ered in training those points out by the Ia- 
dian. Asan evidence of their richness I have 
with me a quantity of rich gold-Dearing 
uartz, a large nugget almost pure, worth 
25, and a vial of dust. 

These were exhibited by the old miner and 
the yellow meta! was prominent la the quartz, 
it being numerous and in some instances was 
lying in small sheets imbedded in the rock, 
while the nugget and vial of dust appeared to 
be absolately pure. Ths miner said turther: 

J round a place in a. deep ravine near Wil- 
son Creek, where the sand and dirt all glis- 
tened with gold dust, and it was there where 
I washed out an gathered up thie via of 
the metal. There was also a man with me 
who resides near the spot who Bas been dix- 
ging out the sand,and his wife bas been wash- 
ing it, and asa result they have gathered as 
much asaquinine bottle full of the dustin a 
single day. This work bas been going on se- 
cretly for several weeks, and has been known 
only to afew whites and Indians living near 
by. Since the chartering of a company to 
work all that country for a ,seope of twenty- 
five miles square, these parties have been 
ver active in gathering up the min- 
eral, and on last Tuesday they 
sturted a man to Washington with several 
specimens of the rich ore anda quantity of 
the gold dust, which te to be submitted to 
the Secretary of tiie Interior, with request 
that the Goverumebt take charge of tuese 
mines and have them worked according to 
the United States laws governing mines in 
United States territory.’ 

The Chickasaw Government has no right to 
lease that whole region of rich mines to a few 
men, with absoluie autherity, and the In- 
dians there who have been left out of the dea! 
lately made by a fewwhite men and afew 
cunning Indians with Gov. Boyd and a 
few legislators, by letting all the latterin as 
full partners in the company, are virtually on 
the war path row, and unless the Govern- 
ment assumes charge of the sit- 
uation, soon there will be open war 
whenever the company having its charter 
from the tribal government begins mining 
operations. Several influential Indians will 
leave for Washington to-day for the purpose 
of having the action of the Chickasaw Gev- 
ernmentin granting a charter to :wenty-two 
men to have and control all the mineral found 
im a certain scope of country twenty-five 
miles square annulled and the mining allowed 
to be done asit isin United States land. 

The newly discovered gold flelds are de- 
veloping so richly that great excitement has 
been created in North Texas during tne past 
few days and several hundred prospectors 
will leave Galusville next week for the mines, 
which are only fifty miles north of this city,

were badly injured. The smoking car was 
completely telescoped by the engine. 


The Storm at Nantasket Beach. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 25.—Asa result of yes- 
terfay’s storm at Nastasket Beach the beach 
is strewn with small wreckage along its entire 
length. Small boats are washed up on the 
beach in many places and some of them are 


demolished. The tracks and roadbed of the 
Nastasket Beach Rallread are badly washed 
out and travel has been partially suspended. 
At Cohasset the beaeh is badly guliied and 
low lying streets are flooded. At 
Scituate to-day the breakers form a majes- 
ticsight, while foam covers the ocean as far 
as the eye can reach. Minot’s light-house 
stande iu the midst of the ses ot terrible bil- 
lows which run up its sides to the very top. 
So far no marine disasters have been re- 
ported.

Balfour Visits the Distressed Dis- 


tricts on the West Coast 
of Ireland. 


The Chief Secretary Gives His 
Views on the Extent of the 
Potato Crop Failure.

UBLIN, Oct. 2%.—No

Balfour, the Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland. KXR 
eept from the results 
7 attained, Americans 
have extremely vague 
motions about thie 
man and his methods. Balfour never goes 
hunting with brass bands. He bas clearly 
defined ideas of the policy of bis Government 
in dealing with Irish affairs. Im nearly every 
Imstance their praise of the persona! cupabill- 
ties of the Chief Secretary for Ireland was 
quite as cordial as their denunciation of the 
methods he is employing to stamp out the 

plan of campaign. 
BALFOUR'S ABILITY. 

Every candid mas familiar with Irish affairs 
does not hesitate to say, in spite of political 
hostility, that Balfour is the smartest Chief 
Secretary Ireland bas knewn for a great many 
years. He is constantiy springing surprises 
on his opponents. They never know what 
move he is going to make la order to upset 
heir plans. He never talks for publication. It 
pleases him to conceal bis intentions till he is 
ready to make them publle. In the course of 
our conversation he inadvertentiy ad- 
mitted that within a few heurs he 
would be personally inspecting the 
congested districte of the west coast of Ire- 
land, but asked me not to mention this on this 
side of the water, though I might use it in 
the SUNDAY POST-DISPATOH. It is, therefore, 
somewhat amusing to read in the Dublin pa- 
pers that Balfour is in Dublin Oastie tighten- 
ing the screws of ceercion, whereas I know 
that be and his chiet alde-de-camp, Col. West 
Ridgeway, are traveling through the oon- 
gested districts te get their own ideas about 
the potato blight. This is merely an instance 
of Baifour’s cleverness in cqncealing in mys- 
tery his whereabouts and whatabouts. 

A STRIKING CONTRAST. 

In this respect Balfour differs greatly n 
the Nationalist leaders, Who are open in ae- 
tion and free in speech, with the exception of 
Parnell and, in a leser degree, Dillon. The 
Nationalists take the newspapers and the 
public into their. confidence. Everybody 
knows to-day, fer instanes, just what the 
Nationalists think about the inevitable die- 
tress in the West of Ireland this winter, what 
steps they propose to take im dealing with It 
and where the money 1e to some from. John

Their deliberations were private, 
but the undoubted result has been to bring 
about a thorough understanaing to the effect 
that the Irisie>members will not devote their 
money raising effor's in America exclusively 
tothe Pian of Campaigu, but they will en- 
courage and co-operate with * 
spontaneous movement to raise money 
for the distressed cotters, who 
are not strictly within the scope ofrelief from 
the Pian of Campaign. But they will en- 
deavor so far asthey can to divert the meney 
thus raised into political channels and use 
it according tothelrown judgment in carry- 
ing on the fight against Balfour until the next 
general election. This has been made per- 
fectly clear by the repeated interviews with 
Dillon and O’Brien pubiished since their ar- 
rival in Paris. 

THE SECRETARY'S PLANS. 

Balfour has casually made it understood 
that he is fully aware of the extent of the 
potato crep failure and of the distress which 
must surely follow in the West of Ireland this 
winter. But nd one ia Engiand to-day, who 


is not ln the closest confidence of the Govern: | 


ment, knows precisely how the Chief Secre- 
tary intends to deal with this distress, or is 
what way he willexpend Goverament money 
to relleve it. In his Newcastie speech Balfour 
avoided this subject almost entirely. He con- 
fined himselfto the Tipperary troubles and 
John Moriley’s connection with them. Not 
until a few days before Parliament meets, 
when Balfour has arranged to make a series 
of speeches in come of the prineipal manu- 
facturing towns of England, will be gradually 
unfold his plans for dealing with the distress 
in Ireland. Immediately after his Newcastie 
speech Balfour once more surprised“ every- 
body by comisg direct to Dublin Castle. I 
followed him and sueceeded in obtaining 
an audience with him yesterday in 
the Castle. Ignoring political discussion, 
irritating questions in general and the Tip- 
perary Irish troubles in particular, l’'asked 
him to tell Americans through the SUNDAY 
Post- DISPATCH bis opinions about the proba- 
ble extent of the distress in Ireland this win- 
ter, and what steps he had in view for dealing 
with it, and whether he thought it necessary 
at this time to appeal to the Americans or 
any other public for relief. 
, BALFOUR TALKS. 

After thinking the matter over for some 
time the Chief Secretary consented tode so. 

In the first place, said Mr. Balfeur,*‘I fail 
see the immediate necessity of the Irish mem- 
bers golng to America to ask subscriptions 
for the Plan of Campaig or the Tenants’ De- 
fense Fund. Taking their own figures, which 
are published and accessible to everybody, 
they must have at least £90,000 subscribed 
for thet purpose still unexpeaded. The 
last printed statement of the Tenants’ Defense 
Fund olaln s a total subdseription of some- 
thing more than £60,000. United Ireland of 
Aug. 2, this year asserts that nearly £40,000 
more was subscribed in Australia when Dillon 
and Des monde went there begging for money. 
This makes a total of, say £100,000, or in 
American figures $500,000. On the other hand 
their published expenditures account for 
something less than £6,000 or say $30,000 
What has become of the remaining ninety 
and odd thousand pounds, which from their 
own figures they should have in hand!“ 0 

THE ESCAPE TO FRANCE. 

Balfour did not discuss Dillion and O’ Brien’s 
escape from Ireland to France, except to de- 
scribe it as a bit et spectacular show which 
he is wholly at a loss to understand. 

„There le not the slightest reason Balfour 
sald, for such a proceeding. These men 
were under bail to appear in court at a speci- 
fedtime. Had they falled to appear it would 
have been my duty toleek after them. But 
meanwhile there was sothing to prevent 
them from going to Queenstown with an army 
of constables at their heels and boarding 
unmolested the Great steamer they could get 
for New York. I could not have stopped 
them. In fact, I should Rave broken the 
law bad I attemptedto do so. But, en- 
tisuead Mr. Balfour, ‘‘that bas nothing 
to de with what you came te see me about— 
the probable extent of the distress in Ireland, 
resultiag from a partial failure of the potate 
crop, and the means the Government will 
probably adopt to relieve it. 

THE BLIGHTED DISTRICTS. 

There will be nothing approaching «a 
famine, but there is no disputing the fact that 
the potato crep has been a failure in the west 
counties of Ireland. Suppose we say, broad- 
ly speaking, la the districts west of the River 
Shannon. From the infermation I have the 
potato blight this year is sporadic. Is is 
much werse in some districts than in 
ethers, but in very few districts is 
the crep anything that can preperiy 
be described as a total faliure.

meaas, of course, poverty and distress, but 
bat nothing like the poverty and distress 
which bas occurred om previous occasions. 
People in the West of Ireland do 
not depend entirely upon the po- 
tato crop tor 1004 to the extent 
they used to do. Men go to England and 
Scotland every year to work ia the harvest 
fielde. They come home with about £8 each, 
saved from their earnings, with which they 
are able to buy Indian meal to live through 
the winter. Ia most of the congested dis- 
tricts the average rents are under £2 an acre, 
and for this the peovie are housed, get 
potatoe ground and food for one or two pigs, 
pasture for a certain quantity of stock, eto. 
NOT.ABSORBED BY RENT. 

But is not the money brought home from 
the English harvests entirely absorbed by the 
landlords for rent?“ asked the correspondent. 

**Oertainly not,’’ replied Mr. Balfour, with 
emphasis. ‘‘When Nationalists make such a 
statement as that they talk nonsense. 
Every man who goes home from our harvest 
fields takes with him enough to pay his 
rent three or four times over. By this I mean, 
of course, taking each year separately. If 
any tenant gets into arears with the rent one 
year he mustexpect to make it up the follow- 
ing year. Iam told that it has been a good 
average harvest in England and Scotland this 
year; thatthe Irish laborers have gone home 
with their usual earnings. If they spend this 
in paying the shop-keeper for food consumed 
on credit the past year they can get more 
credit for next year, so it n amounts 
to the same thing. 

It is absurd, continued Mr. Balfour, to 
talk about the Government being responsibie 
for this periodical recurrence of the potato 
blight. How can we control the weather or 
the crops? It is simply an unfortunate condl- 
tion of things that any Government must ex- 
pect to meet. Under heme rule the situation 
would be far more critical than it is now. 
There would be ne excuse then “for 
expending imperial moneys in building 
railways or other public works in order 
to give people employment and to relieve 
distress. A home-rule Government would be 
obligedtodo all this from its own treasury 
and the amount of work it could accomplish 
would depend entirely upon Ireland’s capacity 
to borrow money. It could no longer bank or 
borrow on British credit, but would have to 
pay exorbitant rates of interest. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S PLAN. 

**There is no way, as far as I can see, of per- 
manently curing this periodical distress ex- 
cept by enlarging the holdings in these con- 
gested districts aad by spendiag money in 
public improvements which will be a per- 
manent benefit to the ceuntry. In the land 
purchase bili which I introduced last session, 
and which, with a few alterations as to detail 
lexpect to reintroduce next session, an at- 
tempt is made for the first time, so far as 
I know, by amy government te provide 
machinery for enlarging the holdings of ten- 
ante in the congested districts. In order to 
understand the full gravity of the problem 


| presented by the congested districts, it must 


be borne in mind that while over Ireland, as 
a whole, the population since the great fam- 
ine of 1846 has diminished from over 8,000,000 
to under 6,000,000, it has in certain 
portions of the congested districts 
greatly increased. In other woris, the pop- 
ulation of Ireland has actually increased in 
those parts of the country least capable of 
supporting an increase of pepulation.’’ 
CAUSE OF CONGESTION. 

„To what do you attribute this?’’ 
the correspondent.’’ 

„I believe, replied Mr. Balfeur, ‘‘that it 
is plainly due te the action of 
certain priests, who, for one reasem or 
another, encourage early marriages ia 
order that the number of their parish people 
shall not diminish. Another cause is the 
action of the Nationalist agitators, whose 
advice to the people of the congested districts 
is rather prompted by their ideas as to the 
political exigencies of the time than by any 
broad view as to the remedies which sheuld 
be applied under existing social difficulties in 
Ireland. 

„But what about your plane for relieving 
distress thie Winter?“ Mr. Balfour was asked. 
TO BUILD RAILWAYS. 

„o begin with, he answered, “there are 
the usual laws for the reilef of the poor. No 
matter what ise said about these laws they ex- 
lat and are avaliable. In addition to this the 
Gevernmont is aiding im constructing rall- 
ways in Ireland which will invelve an ex- 
penditure of fully £1,500,000. I canmot ex- 
plain the plane of the proposed routes 
to yeu in detail, though I shall probably 
find an opportunity to make them pubiic 
ia my speeches at no very distant date. These 
railways will be coustructed where they are 
urgentiy required all along the west coast. 
We shall begin work upon them in ample 

to give the idle a the congested

in view, should the necessity arise to relieve 
the distress. But it isthe main plan. I may 
add that it isa plan absolutely unique in the 
history of anv government. 

HOW THE MONEY WILL BE RAISED. 

„Ot the £1,500,000 which we expect will be 
expended ln that way considerably 
more than £1, 100. 000 bill de given 
by the Government. The remainder will 
be in the main subscribed by railroad com- 
panies interested. In some instances a small 
portion ofthe expense of construction will 
be borne by the districts interested. The 
people of these districts are willingto make 
promises to pay almost any amoust ifI will 
find the money to build them railroads. But 
it Is hard to see how Ireland can 
borrow money enough to pay 
even the small interest on the 
capital invested. We should never think 
of building rallways with imperiai money in 
England. l doubt whether the poverty in the 
west of Ireland this winter will be greater 
than we have seen in the manufacturing 
cities of Engiand. Within the past few years 
there have been times of feriodic distress, 
but ne suggestion was Ver made to expend 
Imperiai woney in building railroads 
for the relief of the distress. 
Over there our peopleare obliged to take 
their chances with the poor laws. The pres- 
ent Government is making concessions for 
Ireland which it would never think of making 
for England or Scotland.’’ 

MISDIRECTION OF FUNDS. 

„But, suggested the correspondent, ‘‘in 
previous years of distress In Ireland the Gor- 
ernment has attempted to relieve the distress 
by constructing public works, butit has al- 
ways been necessary to raise by public sub- 
scription almost twice as much money as the 
Government spent. 

Balfour observed in reply that douptless 
some of the previous expenditures in public 
works for Ireland had been misdirected. But 
he expressed complete confidence that the 
plans made by his Government for next winter 
would meet all the requirements of the situa- 
tion without the necessity of appealing for 
pubile charity. ‘I can sayin a general way, 
said the Chief Secretary, ‘‘that we shall be 
able to find employment for every man able 
and willing to werk within twenty miles of 
bis home. I mention this figure as a max- 
imum. In the great majority of cases it will 
not be balf that distance. 

„Do you mean to say, ther, that Ireland 
will net want help from America this win- 
tor? 

AID WILL BE WELCOMED. 

No, replied Mr. Balfour, 1 donot. I 
wish to say that if there is any 
money going in America for 
philanthropic purposes and people 
there are disposed to send some of it to Ire- 
land, Ishould be the last man to say anything 
against it. No doubt if sufficient care were 
taken with the expenditure of money thus 
subscribed it could be used to great advant- 
age in the West of Ireland as wellas in parts 
of England and Scotland, but I cannot too 
strongly urge that great care should 
be taken by those really interested 
in the welfare of the Irish pop- 
ulation that the money subscribed should 
be used purely for philanthropic and not for 
political purposes. Ifthis money were inju- 
diciously expended in misapplied charity, as 
some other Irish relief funds have been, it 
would only prove demoralizing and harmful 
to the population it was intended to Deseit. 
I have sothing to say, continued Mr. Bal- 
four, about any response Americans cheose 
to make to the appeals of Irish members for 
fuuds to carry on their plan of campaign. It 
is mot for me to discuss that. But 
they sheuld distinctly understand at the 
outeet whether they are contributing to that 
purpose, or to relieving the distress of the 
people in the West of Ireland. If tor the latter 
object, Ian only urge the utmost eaution in 
seeing that the money is not diverted into 
political channels, or spent in misapplied 
charity where it will de mere harm than 
goed. 

THE WAY IT SHOULD BE EXPENDED. 

“How would you suggest that the money 
subscribed selely to relieve the distress from 
the potato blight, should be utilized?’’ 

For one thing,“ answered Mr. Balfour, 
‘*I should advise buying sound potatoes to 
give these people for seed instead of buying 
pototees to give them for food. A blight of 
thig kind means no seed for next year. I can 
scarcely discuss now in detall the methods by 
which the money subscribed should be d 
tributed. Butit should be carefully handled 
by responsible people. 

How far dees the question of emigration 
enter Into your plans for government relief?’’

Isuppose it will be an unpopular 
thing to say, but Inever conceal my opia- 
ions, that emigration must in the future play 
a prominent part in the relieving these 
congested districts from recurrent dis- 
tresses. It must be either migration or em- 
gration and I do not think that migration 
will mend matters much. These people must 
eventually find homes in the new world. Ido 
not mean by that in America, particularily, 
but the new world in its broadest sense— 
America, Australia, Afriea. Your emigration 
laws in America make it difficult to send 
emigrants there at present.

NOT GOING TO AMERICA. 

‘*‘Why don’t you visit America?’’ I asked 
putting on my overcoat.

PaRIs, Oct. 25.—Juast before Dillon, O“ Brien, 
Harrington and Sullivan took the train fast 
night fer Havre to catch the Champagne for 
their journey to New York, your Paris cerre- 
spondent asked Dillon te expiain Balfour’s 
startling statement about the £90,000 which 
the Nationalists sheuld still have in 
their treasury. Dillon met the question 
very frankly, andsaid he quite appreciated 
the necessity of someexpianation to the 
American people before asking for money, 
where so much had already generously been 
given. Moreover he would far rather give 
the information through the Post-DIsPpaToug, 
which had always beena good friend ofthe 
Irish party, but he must first consult 
O’Brien on the subject. Just then O’Brien 
and Harrington came up and Dillon explained 
the object of the correspondert’s mission. 
After some trifilmg discussion, the following 
answer was given by Dillien and subseribed te 
in every detail by his twe friends: 

THE ANSWER. 

The £6,000 published as expended did not 
come out of the tenants’ detense or Australian 
funds. Th is £6,000 represents one year’s grants 
from the National League to individual 
tenants who were evicted many years age, 
Who are still out of homes, and who had 20 
connection withany of the combinations is 
reference to which our appeal will be made.

The League also bas to bear all expenses of 
registration of voters during several months 
efeach year in every one of the contested 
constituencies in Ulster, as well as meet the 
general expenses of the political movement 
in Ireland. The Australian and defense funds 
have been exclusively used in holding and 
supporting tenants evicted front estates 
where the combdination was formed since 
1886. From thisfund we have been obliged 
to provide houses to support nearly 1,500 
evicted families, now absolately dependent 
upon the fund. In New Tipperary alone we 
were obliged to bear the expense of purchas- 
ing a site feratown, the buildiag ef an ar- 
cade, shops and residences for all those 
evicted. We had to purehase lands for the 
accommodation of all the evicted agricultural 
tenants on the Smith-Barry estates, in 
Cashel and Tipperary. From the outset 
of this combination we announced 
we should refuse te make public tafermation 
este our resourees, which would likely be 
used against us by the syndicates of landlords 
and wealthy English capitalists which have 
been formed te oppose us. Weare confirmed 
in thie attitude by the fact that those 
syndicates opposed to ss have always 
refused to make public a statement of their 
expenditures. Im a recent speech in the 
Heuse of Commons Balfour announced that 
according to the Government's information 
every ovicted tenant on these estates cost us 
on an average £3 monthly, and indicated 
that the hope of the Goversment was 
that evictions would certaisly dissipate our 
resources, and the tenaptry be len without 
defense at the mercy of e Tery Government. 
Since then, in pursuance of this policy, an 
immense number of families have been 
evicted, and our expenses vastiy Increased.

The retivement of Mr. Jesepb Pulitzer from 
the management of the WORLD, on account of 
his health, is asad result of a very great suc- 
cess. Mr. Pulitzer is stilla very young man— 
about 44 years old—and until very recentiy 
has enjoyed great bodily vigor. His untiring 
energy and bis devotion to the great property 
which he bas dullt up are the causes of an 
lliness which makes it absolutely necessary 
that he should retire for a time from partici- 
pation in the business cares of his newspaper. 
There bave been few more romantic careers 
than that of the man who thirty years ago 
landed in this country without a friead or a 
dollar or the ability tospeak the language of 
the people among whom he found bims eit. 
In that time be bas made for himself a repu- 
tation as a writer and speaker of English, he 
has been elected to Congress, and he is the 
proprietor of a newspaper from whose sales 
he bas erected a building on the site of the 
hotel which refused him hospitality in the 
days of his poverty.

It is 
around this central idea that all her site 
squabbles have revolved, and posi- 
tively no other idea in regard to it has 
ever received a moment’s consideration in 
that city. She cares not how much money 
is used in big salaries or in making desir- 
able positions for men or women who can 
wield great influence in securing further 
World's Fair appropriations from na- 
tional and State treasuries to make costly 
and permanent improvements for her. It 
is only expenditures not plainly directed 
to that end thet she objects to as extray- 
agant.

CANTOR, O., Oct. 25.—Secretary Blaine ar- 
rived here at 11:15 this morning and was 
escorted to the residence of Maj. McKinley by 
1,000 citizens. Fully ten thousand strangers 
are in town to-day to participate inthe grand 


street parade this afternoon. Mr. Blaine will 
Geliver two speeches, oneat the Tabernacle 
and the other atthe Opera-house. He leaves 
at 6:30 p. W. for Chicago. There will bea 
teorchlight procession and pyrotechnical dis- 
Play to-night. 

MR. RLAINE’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Blaine said: ‘‘Mr. Chairman and Fel- 
low-Olitizens ef Obio—The contest that is now 
Waging tor membership in the next United 
States Congress is not properly a contest be- 
the Repubiican and Democratic 

lt isa contest between pretection- 
ste and free traders. Itisa root ot the mat- 
ter as tothe national prosperity, and om that 
issue I think we can afford to forget party 
lines while we settle the question in faver of 
home interest, goed wages and a sound pros- 
perity.’’ 

Mr. Blaine referred to the speech of Mr. 
Cari Schurz, delivered in Boston last week, 
and pronounced it a very able speech on the 
free trade side, saying: ‘‘Like all free 
traders, Mr. Schurz goes back for the golden 
era of American prosperity to the tariff of 
1846. Im anewering Mr. Schurz“ assertions, 
Mr. Blaine used tne arguments thathe em- 
ployed in the North American Review centro- 
versy last January with Mr. Gladstone. He 
claimed that the prosperity between 1846 and 
1856 was due to the Mexican war, the famine 
in Ireland, the discovery of gold im California 
andthe revolutions in Europe. Mr. Biaine 
asserted that if like circumstances as con- 
vulsed the world in 1846 could be produced to- 
Gay Americans would All quit talking tariff 
andgo tosupplying the vacancy thus cre- 
ated. In 1856 the war ln Europe came to an 
end and so did the prosperity under the tariff 
of 1846, This, withthe panic of 1857, left the 
2 beggurs.

Tiliman’s rash talk just after 
Gen. Haskell’s nomination caused great ex- 
citement througheut the State, and many 
feared that it would lead to bioodshed. The 
astute Irby thougbt that harm was being 
done, so Tillman was hurried away from 
Columbia and teld to amuse bimeelf on bis 
farm until after the election. 

The Tilimanites now recognize that they 
have a bard fight before them. They are 
studying the tactics of the Haskell party .and 
are trying to meet them at every point. The 
negro is in great demand and the price of 
votes is steadily on the rise. While the Re- 
publican party will take no official action in 
the matter, it is well understood that all its 
influence will go to the support of the Haskell 
ticket. Ali the colored votes that Tillman 
_ w ill be bought or secured by intimidation. 

© negre in South Carolina will vote for Till- 
man, who has openly boasted of bis record as 
ea ‘*nigger killer, unless some very strong 
influence is brought to dear upon him.

The one that can secure the most 
negro votes will win. Just now the Haskell 
ticket bas a good chance of winning. 

The election will be quiet and peaceabie. 
All talk of bloodshed and riot bas ceased and 
both sides realize the serious business before 
them. When negro shooting was indulged in 
under the plea of political necessity there 
were afew men who led and who saw that 
their allies escaped the penalty of their bioedy 
deeds. Those leaders are now Haskell men in 
nearly every instance. 

Recognizing that violence will be no factor 
in settling the fight, the Tillmanites are using 
other tactics. bey are now circulating the 
report that Gen. Haskell is running in the 
interest of Northern heiders of the repudiated 
green bonds.

A Body Stolen Froma Kansas City Come- 
tery and Secretly Returned. 


Kansas Crry, Mo., Oct. 25.—The grave rob- 
beries at the Union Cemetery bave caused the 
most profound excitement here. The 
reports in the morning papers that 
the bodies had been secretiy retursed 
were not believed an it was 
decided to examine the grayes. Accordingly 
early this morning G. W. Cowles, whose wife 
Was a niece of Robert Taylor, the cripple, 
whose body was stolen, visited the cemetery 
accompanied by a few of the neighbors of the 
deceased. Mr. Todd, the sexton, and two 


grave-diggers went to Taylor's grave 
and opened the head. hen the 
coffin box was reached, 1 tor - 
bidding sight was revealed. The plain 
pine box had been broken open, and the 
Fondues head had been cut with some rough 
inetrumest, twenty inches from the end. 
When the broken pleces of board were re- 
moved the face of Taylor, the dead man, was 
seen, and the friends breatned asigh of re- 


let. 

But the work ofthe grave desecrators was 
buaglimaly done. The corpse was naked, save 
for a light shirt which bad been siipped over 
the neck, leaving the arms exposed. The 
shroud was roughly folded and placed be- 
tween the oy and the lid of the 
eoffin. he ace looked almost § as 
it did when the last breath was drawn. The 
pallor had deapened and the face was 
slightly bruised. Nor was it as clean as when 
fret put in what was supposed to have been 
ite last 8 place. 

Sexton Todd made a careful examination of 
the face, and hair, and discovered in the lat- 
dor and around the body, evidences of the 
pickling tank. The hair had the peculiar 
odor of salt water. Mr. Todd and Mr. Cowles 
are both positive that the body had been 
under water properiy prepared. Satisfying 
themselves that the body was returned to its 
marrow berth Mr. Cowlegprdered the grave 

in closed. 
„ Cowles went immediately to police 
b narters and was closeted some time 
with Onlef Speers. He demanded that the 
perpetrators of the outrage be captured if 
asibie, but of course Chief Speers was not 
Billing to tell what methods he would pursue 
to gain this end. The Oity Medical College 
use pickling vats, and the matter is a mystery 
eo far. Undertaker Wagner, who reburied 
the bodies, claims not to kaow the mez who 
returned them to his place.

The Democrats are very 
sanguine and this is the way they make their 
estimate: They count on a net gain of 
twenty-seven members as certain, and hold 
that there are many districts in doubt which 
are apt te go Democratic. They make no 
estimate as to Pennsylvania, though they ex- 
pect to make gains there, and they claim a 
gain of only two in New York as certain, de- 
lieving, however, that they will gain more. 
They expect to beat Brower and Ewart in 
North Carolina. In South Carolina they expect 
to elect Elliott, who was turned out of this 
Congress. They counton defeating Coleman 
in Louisianaand electing a Democrat in Tur- 
pin’s district in Alabama. In Connecticut 
they claim twoas a certain gain. Tbey are 
confident that they can elect a Democrat to 
succeed Baker in New York and reciaim 
Bacon’s old district. Others they count as 
certain are: Rayner and Comptonin Mary- 
land, the Firstand Third Diatricts of Vir- 
ginia, the Firstand Second Districts of Ark- 


ansas, seven districts in Ohio, one in 
Tennessee, two in Iowa, two ia Michigan, two 
in Wisconsin. and one in Kansas. They ex- 
pect to lose provably three districts in 
Indiana and possibiy one in Delaware. 
As in doubt, with the chareces in favor of the 


Democrats they count 2 in California, I in Ne- 


braska, lin Montana, 2 in IIhnoeis, lin Marv 
land, I in Massachusetts, 3 im Michigan, 2 in 
Minnesota, 3 in Missouri, I in New Hampshire, 
in New York,2 in Pennsyivania, 1 in Olo. 
West Virainia is regarded as dwubtiul 
throughout with a chance to tilt the balance 
either way. In Pennsylvania there is one 
district rewarded as leuving a chance for a 
gain for the Republicans, and 80, too, in 
New York. 


Miseouri Politics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 25.—Those inter- 
ested in Missouri! politics at this end of the 
line are becoming more anxious as the elec- 
tion time approaches, and all kinds of gossip 


is induiged in regarding the prespects of the 
several congressional candidates. Ihe means 
and causes which brought about the defeat of 
Congressman Frank for renomination and the 
close shave for Congressman Kinsey have 
been referred to, and among the new reasons 
given for the attitude of the Filley portion of 
the party toward them areone or two which 
are notuninteresting. Everybody is aware that 
the failure to aid Mr. Filley in the 
post-office contest is alleged as a primary rea 
son for the attempt tosbelve Mr. Kinsey and 
forthe dropping of Mr. Frank, Beyond this 
it is learned that in the early scuffle tor offices 
under the administration muvh bad blood was 
stirred up, which did not cool off until after 
the Uongressional convention was held, and 
it is not settled but that some beat is stiil re- 
tained that may operate tothe detriment of 
Mr. Kinsey on election day. The Kepublican 
party workers, In the first 
piace, it is said, consider theim- 
selves entitled to some of the gifts that 
were to be disposed of, and so sure were they 
in this estimate that they did not fora mo- 
ment believe but that the Congreasional dele. 
gation would see that this bad to be done as a 
matter of preservation to themselves. 

But after the slate which was so pvblicly 
prepared, and afterwards so badly demol- 
ished by the President, had been given out, 
party workers found themselves ignorea. 
Col. Metealf, it is alleged, in his long and 
strenuous effort to get the appraisership 
against the wish of the Congressmen stirrev 
up feeling en both sides. Then it will be 
remembered that while the Oongressemen 
were hoidieg a session in St. Louls to agree 
upon a further line ef action Mr. McFall, to 
test their temper, telegraphed them,asking if 
they would indorse him for Marshal. One of 
the members, said to have been Mr. Frank, 
tore up the dispateb, and the Republican 
Committee Chairman was thus promptly de- 
posed of. Ne response to the telegram, it is 
stated, woas sent him. This was not taken up 
as an insult or challenge at the time, but after 
counseling with Mr. Reynolds and others the 
gravity of the thing became apparent, and 
another indictment was docketed against the 
delegatien. All these little matters were care- 
fully cherished and when the nominating 
time came around, Mr. Filley and the ‘‘work- 
ing element, which he controls, returned in 
kind what they bad received, and as a result 
Mr. Prosser received the Ninth District Re- 
publican nomination, and Mr. Kinsey would 
not have received thatin the Tenth District 
could Mr. Filley and his friemds have suc- 
ceeded in defeating him. 

A feature iv this connection, it is asserted, 
is that M. G. Reynolds was one of the advo- 
cates of the course which aided in the defeat 
of the Congressman’s aspirations.

“THE BIG SCHEME 


Which Will Be Carried Through 
or Defeated Nov. 4. 


Becret Local Political Workings 
Which Will Interest Citizens. 


A Big Demecratic-Republican Cembine Be- 
tween Mayor Noovan and Bheriff Pohl- 
man and Its Objects—Chairman Maffitt 
Kaen That the Wires Are Laid, but 
Does Not Know What to De Abeut lt— 
The Mayor Is to Name the Council Ticket 
in the Spring—Pohlman and Claiberne to 
Be Elected Acceordizg te the Pian and 
Staed, Talty and Hebbs on the List for 
Sacrifices ~ A Statement That Voters 
Should Read. 


N the eve of an im- 
portant election the in- 
telligent voter wants 
information—more de- 
nate than the mean- 
ingless newspaper pro- 
nunciamento ‘‘Robin- 
son must go.“ For the 
benefit of the voters 
the ScunpAY Post-D16- 
PATCH presents an in- 
side view of the situa- 
tion, which the business and professional 
man is not always able to get for 
himself They may get an understanding 
that will be a light to them on 
mext Tuesday week in the seciusion of the 
Australian booth. 

The political situation in St. Louis to-day is 
this: A Democratic Mayor Has been balked in 
his plans by an independent coterie 
of Republican Oouncilmen. An inde- 
pendent party ef citizens who are dis- 
satiefied with the present ‘municipal 
administration propose to reinforce what will 
be left ofthat opposition in the Council by a 
citizens’ movement to electsuch citizens not 
under machine control, to fill the vacancies 
accruing next April. This movement isto 
be backed by a fund of $30,000. Mayor Noonan 
and the ‘‘practical’’ politicians of both 
‘parties recognize that the purpose of gaining 
control of the Council is to balk the Mayor in 
his spring appointments and to hold the key 
of the situation in the award of masiocipal 
contracts. 

The present election has been arranged asa 
preliminary to the formation of a Democratico- 
Republican combine to oppose the proposed 
citizens’ movement and to get a working“ 
majority in the Council, obedient to the 
Mayor’s instructions, either given direct or 
through his Republican lieutenants, for the 
confirmation of Tim Scully, Mark Shepley, 
McDonald and the Mayor’s siate. It will, if 
carried through, be the most powerful seit- 
perpetuating combine ever arranged in St. 
Louis politics. Thatthisisa fact is beyond 
question. Chairman C. C. Matt of the State 
Democratic Committee has himeelf stated that 
he recognized the fact which he lacks the 
courage to denounce. 

In pursuance of this plan parts of both tick- 
ets were made up and more treachery was 
practiced than hasever before been known 
in local conventions. Ed Butler, like Maffitt, 
has unwittingly played into the hands of the 
City Hall crowd, and if the scheme carries the 
nearest he will be able to conieto getting fa- 
vor will be through John Henry Pobiman. 


WORKING OUT THE SCHEME. 

Mr. P. M. Staed was given the Democratic 

nomination for Sheriff Dy common 
consent before the scheme was fixed. 
Ho was rocogulzed as a strong 
man politically with a business and official 
reputation, with which Pohlman’s suffered in 
contrast. Nowthe order has gone forth to 
the heelers to knife Staed for Pohiman, who 
will repay tne City Hall crowd by helping 
them elect tbeir own selections for Councll- 
men next spring and whose lieutenants are 
now working for Claiborne, Dierkes and 
Estep, the crew which Noonan selected to 
man the Court of Criminal Correction. 
The Sheriff's office and the Col- 
lector’s office are now devoting 
„their energies to electioneering for 
Pohiman. Jim Butierand the First District 
Police Court have been pressed into service, 
while Col. Bob Claiborne’s representation in 
the chair of Prosecuting Attorney and Provi- 
sional Judge John L Martin in the Court of 
Criminal Correction are all enlisted. Sa- 
loom cases, heretofore dealt with satisfac- 
torily by Judges Cady and Anderson 
im the Police Court, now ‘taken 
to the millstones the Court of 
Criminal Oorrection. Fohlman is the 
only intercessor. If ther nx“ themselves 
with him the cases will be ‘‘fixed,’’ and so 
the whole machinery of the Court ef Criminal 
Correction is now being made an adjunct of 
the Pohlman-Noonan scheme. Seven de- 
fendants have already been putthrough on 
these lines, and 153 more are docketed in the 
Police Court. 

The second purpose of this plan is to meke 
Col. Claiborne, the candidate for Judge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, solid with the 
saloon men at the expense of Judge John A. 

Talty, the Republican candidate. The candi- 
dates who are making personal canvasses are 
astonished at the openness of the scheme and 
report that the cards of ‘Pohiman for Sheriff 
and Claiborne for Judge of the Court of Crim- 
wal Correction are to be found side by side in 
both Democratic and Republican saleons 
from Baden to Oarondelet. 


NOONAN’S CANDIDATES. 

On the Democratic ticket Olaiborne, for 
Judge of the Court of Criminal Correction, Is 
the special protege of Mayor Noonan, who is 
enlisting every force he can for Claiborne’s 
election. He did not request Claiborae’s nom- 
ination; he ordered it, In the rotunda of the 
Southera Hotel he told Judge Campbell he 
could not have the nomination in just so 
many words. Regretfully, Judge Campbell 
withdrew from the race within that same half 
hour. To elect Claiborne the Noonan forces 
will do anything in their pewer. The ties are 
thicker than blood. 

Recorder Hobbs will be another sufferer 
from knifing. Pohiman’s friends will get 
even on Hobbs for the opposition of the Re- 
orders newspaper friends. on Fourth street 
to Filley’s Sieutenant. Farther than this 
Peblman will, by ke ifink Hobbs, be able to 
@o his friend Ed Butler a kindly turn, for if 

Butier’s messenger, is elected, the 
th Ward boss will, dare the 
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and will regain his old supremacy. 
Judge Normile will suffer from the scratchers 
in his ow party. The friends of Harvey are 
so firmly convinoed that they were tricked by 
the bosses in this nomination that tney will 
bolt. Normile’s nomination was made by 
two men, Jim Carlisle and Ed Butler. Untor- 
tunately lacking the biessings of a pleasant 
manner and charm of personal magnetism, he 
was unable to make a canvass against Harvey 
and without the protection of the two bosses 
would not have received twenty votes 
in the convention. The bolt in the 
Third Ward is already well organized. 
The Baggagemen’s Association, which has 
proved strong in the conventions of 1888 and 
1890, will oppose Normile in every down town 
ward in the city. Even among Democrats 
having no interest in Harvey or the opposing 
candidate, Clover, there is a determination to 
rebuke the bossism of the jury commissioner 
who ground hisownax inthis nomination 
so defiantly in the Uhrig’s Cave Hall conven- 
tion. Furthermore, Clover has already re- 
ceived general labor indorsements through- 
out the city, 

On the Republican ticket Rogers, the cand!- 
date for Circuit Clerk,occupies a similar posi- 
tion to that of Normile on the Democratic side. 
His nomination was given him by Filley, who 
ruthlessly robbed Henry Alt after the con- 
vention had really nominated Alt. This 
piece of brutal bossism has given Zepp, the 
Democratic candidate, an assurance of elec- 
tion, as every firm friend of Alt, and they 
were numerous enough to send representa- 
tion constituting very nearly a mejority in 
the convention, will scratch Rogers to re- 
buke such outrageous bossism as dared to 
rob 8 man of s nomination after it had been 
given to bim by dictating to a few vacillating 
friends, who went over to the boss’ candi- 
date under orders. 

DIRTY WORK IN THE TWELFTH WARD. 

In the make-upof the Houseof Delegates 
ticket Pohlman and Noonan fixed the Twelfth 
Ward for C. A. Gitchell, Pohlman securing 
the Republican nomination for Gitchell, while 
Noonan discharged his part of the contract by 
preventing the Democratic Oommitteeman 
from making any nomination inthe ward. In 
this piece of political trickery Filley’s lieu- 
tenant overreached himself. Gitchell is the 
avowed enemy of the laboring classes 
and particularly ot the Typographical Union. 
They were not to be decelved by the repre- 
sentations, but went direct to Pohlman and 
demanded that he withdraw his support from 
Gitchell. His refasal to do this has set the 
organized workmen of St. Louis against Boss 
Pohiman and his protege, Gitehell. The out- 
raged Republican citizens of the Twelfth 
Ward have since brought out Mr. Louis C. 
Diekmann, a responsible, reputabie fellow- 
citizen, who will secure the united support of 
the Democrats, now determined notto further 
the scheme put up on them for the reward of 
the political pet of the Pohlman-Noonan com- 
bine. 

Gitcbell wants a seat in the House of Dele- 
gates for more than the honor ot a chair. His 
face was a familiar one at the City Hall, where 
he has long been known as one of ‘‘the mem- 
bers of the Twenty-ninth Ward,’’ an unenvia- 
bie title givento people who have no vote of 
their oon in pushing through schemes and 
steals, but who are on hand when these things 
are under way. 


THE COMBINE IN THE CONGRESSIONAL FIGHT. 

In the Congressional fight the ‘‘combine’’ 
is also taking a hand, this being one of the 
articies of contract. The Noonun men in the 
Eighth District will ‘‘knife’’ O’Nelll to elect 
Filley’s candidate, Joy. Noonan did all in 
his power to beat O'Neill out of the nomina- 
tion. He first fixed upa scheme to offer the 
nomination toa resident of the county, but 
thet failed, as he said he was not a can- 
Gidate for Congress. Then Barrett was 
instructed to urge O'Malley, and in fact that 
remarkable aspirant for Congressional honors 
had already got beyond the control of Johnny 
Burke and his grooms. Mike Brady of the 
Water Department, Mike Murphy, Iim Dutton 
and the crowd all worked for O'Malley, and 
were in a fair way to winif the voters had not 
appealed the case to the State Committee. 
Here was another instance ef treachery. Noo- 
nam paraded a list ot his heachmen, who 
were in the ONeill ranks as proof of the fact 
that he was not taking any hand in,the Eighth 
District fight, but two days before the prima- 
ries every man on that list was called off ex- 
ceptore, Dr. Kurley, who, though a friend of 
Noonan’s, would not submit to wear a City

delegates to the convention, but on 
the order from the City Hall they 
withdrew and though now avowedly in favor 
of O’Nelll will probably knife him and try to 
elect Filiey’s candidate. Filley’s alm now is 
to show tnat he can send to Washington Con- 
aressmen selected by himselffor the Repub- 


dican convention and if Neonan will help do 


this he will help Noonan in the spring. It 
might also be stated in this connection that 
K. J. White and John I. Martin, two of Noen- 
an’s friends, instead of helping O'Neill in 
their own district are transferring their et- 
torts to the Ninth District where they are 
named for speakers.

THB MATERIAL. 

The material used in the. construction of 
the buoyancy chamber will be aluminum 
rolled and hammered ip sheets to the 
thickness—except at the ends—of 
one-hburdredth of an moh. These 
aheets will be riveted and soldered together. 
The gas used to obtain buoyancy will de coal 
gas such as is uged for itiuminating purposes. 
The chamber will be as light constructed of 
aluminum as it would be if made of alled silk 
and it would be many times stronger. There 
will be two wheels on each side 
of the buoyancy chamber for the 
purpose of raising or lowering the ship, and 
planes of aluminum that will act as para- 
chutes to prevent the too rapid descent of the 
ship. There will be asail of the same metal 
extending vertically from the rib of the upper 
surface of the chamber, terminating aft in a 
rudder fer the direction of the ship to the 
right or left Extending from the center of 
the rear of the chamber is another rudder to 
maintain the ship at the desired elevation 
above the earth. This last rudder is to be 
operated by a barometer bringing a current of 
electricity from storage batteries into play 
automatically. The wheols for the raising and 
lowering of the ship and the other rudder will 
be operated by the game power under the 
control of the driver. The car will be beneath 
the chamber and beneath that will be the 
receptacilus for the gas to be used in the 
engines. The engines will be three-cylin- 
dered and on the — 2 — As Ihave 
said, they will be made aluminum, but the 
cylinders will havea lining of steel.

Eight years ago, Mr. Pennington says, he 
and bis brother-!n-law, R. H. Butler, began

He took with him in the 
car fora motor to propel the screw, with 
which the balloon was moved, a steam engine 
and boiler. Prof. Chanute sald of this: ‘it ts 
probable that men before now have gone 
into a powder magazine with a lighted 
torch and bave come out in safety, 
still the practice is not to de com. 
mended. 80 Giffard went up with a hated 
steam furnace under a gar bag open to the air 
through its lower valve, and he came down 
safei¥, not only once but twice; and yest other 
aeronauts believe the practice so dangerous 
that * one bas thus far repeated the experi- 
ment.

that history. Naval operations bave hitherto 

been regarded as something apart from the 

master currents of events connected with, but 

not vitally related to them. Opinion has been 

either professional or popular. The profes- 

sional sallor has occupied hie mind with what 

may be called the technicalities of his craft, 

while popular interest tn the subject is largely 

owing to ite spectacular features. Ip other 

words, in America, at least, the savy has not 

been taken seriously as a factor in national 

growth. Of late years a disposition has been 

manifested to display our power on the sen, 

but it is donbtful whether it is not pride 

rather than an inteili-ent popular compre- 

hension of the subject which dictates our et- 
forts in that direction. 

Capt. Mahan’s view of the subject is broad 
and statesmaniike. He examines the course 
of naval history fron 1660 to 1783 with reference 
to ite bearings on general history. He tries 
to get at its real significance. It ie because 
ofthis bread-minded habit that he does not 
share the opinion of those who look upon the 
introduction of steam and ironas opening a 
new era in naval warfare not lu any way con- 
nected with the eras of the galley and the 
sailing vessel. While steam and iron have ia 
a way revolutionized naval tactics they have 
only modified—perbaps very silightiy—navai 
strategy. In this respect there ws not 


and oan never be a break im the 
continuity of naval development. Most of 
the precedents found in the warfare of the: 
galleys and salling vessels, although held of 
little account, are yet worthy the closest 
study to one who understands that a prece- 
dent depends upon conditions and that while 
the conditions may and do change the prin- 
ciples underlying the precedents are good 
for all time. 

It is thus found that a study of the princi- 
ples of naval warfare involves a study of the 
vbjects and metbods of war. A naval battle 
is one in a series of events of strategic mean- 
ing and importance, Naval operations re or- 
ganic factory in the conduct of war. Trafal- 

was the last in a 
strategic chain. Trafalgar 
wasn not Villeneuve that failed 
but Napoleon that was vanquished ; not Neleon 
that won, but England tuat was saved.“ 
Likewise the question is suggested, Would 
not Gibralter have been more surely recoyv- 
ered by controlling the Enuiiah Ohannel, at- 
tacking the British fleet even in its harbors 
and threatening England with annibliation of 
commerce and invarion at home, than by far 
greater efforts directed against a distant and 
very stroug outpost of her empire?“ 

Capt. Mahan’s review of naval history is 
certainly very suggestive of refiection, par- 
ticularly to Americans, He points out that a 
navy, except for coast defense, is a useless 
lnxury in the absence of a werchant marine. 
Until we havea foreign commerce we have 
little need ot a navy. Onthe other hand the 
necessity for a navy becomes greater as 
our commercial operations become wide- 
spread. Some interesting questions are put 
im reference to the Panama or Nicaraugua 
Canal. Circumstances have caused the Medi- 
terranean to play a great part jn history. An 
analogous part will be taken by the Carri. 
bean, Many considerations other than mere 
questions of nayal method will demand atten- 
tion when the United States shall be com- 
pelied to adopt a naval policy with reference 
tothe canal. The naval policy cannot be 
propery imaugurated except as part of the 
national purpose. It must depend upon the 
resource and condition of the country, the 
study of which can alone result in an intelill- 
gent applieation of naval theories. 

From this stratewic point of view Capt. 
Mahan relates the higtories of the great mari- 
time wars from 1660 to 1783, He examines the 
significance of naval movements and studies 
their results. He writes as an American with 
the interests of America at heart. His book 
is especially timely now When we are gettin 
anew navy, Dut have not yet evolved a nava 
Policy. [‘*fbe Influence of Sea Power Upon 
History— 1660-1798."

Grant Allen, who is best known as a natural- 
ist and essayist, has aii turned his atten- 
tion to fiction.

The mis- 
sionary is set upen d patives, 
confined in the chief's tent and informed 
thet on a certain anniversary he and his 
family will be served up in the best 
style of cannibals’ culinary art. This anni- 
versary corresponds wing Wednesday the 
Tenth.’*’ The wiesionary’s two sons, Martin 
and Jobs, aged u aad 14, escape and put to 
sea in an open boat, withthe desperate hope 
of falling in with some vessel and getting as- 
sistance. After drifting several days, with lit 
tle or no food,they are picked up by an English 
gentiowan, cruising in bie steam yacht. He 
mmedlately puts on all steam for the island, 
800 miles away, and of course rescues the mis- 
sionary and his family, after a conflict in 
which some of the savages are killed. Boys 
who are fond of study will find an opportunity 
to think over the 180th meridian pugzie. The 
laland is west of this meridian, the boys are 
picked up east of h. The day gained in the 
calendar is needed to enable the yacht to 
reach the island in time. Wednesday the 
Tenth’’ will be thoroughly enjoyed by every 
bright boy who reads it.

Those who remember Amelia Glover's won- 
dertul dancing will appreciate this compari- 
gon of her work and that of the Spanish danc- 
ere who have kicked and squirmed their wa 
into the favor of New York, which appeare 
inthe WORLD.

RKEMARK ABLE SURGERY. 


The Operation at a New York Clinic Grap - 
ically Described. 


NEW ok. Oct. 23.—After climbing eight 
pairs of stairs atthe New York Hospital, the 
writer found bimself onthe top floor of the 
building, and turning to the left they entered 
a door on which a plate borethe name Am- 
pitheater.’’ A crowd of dectors and students 
entered with them, and were coming and go- 
ing constantly. Trained nurses in their neat 


uniforms, with their natty caps on, mingled 
with this crowd, and seemed as busy as bees. 

Here and there a portly surgeon whose name 
was known all over the scientific worid 
strutted, bowing patropizingly to lesser pro- 
fessional brethren, waiting for the operation 
to commence. Soon the door of the gallery 
provided fer the professional public was 
opened and the crowd soon found seats in the 
semi-circle of settees ranged one above 
another, like the seats in a circus, about one 
side of the reom, 

The other side of the room was used for the 
operation. The wall was pierced with three 
large windows, and the light came streaming 
in from the north, while without lay the eity, 
a wilderness of roofs, chimneys and spires. 

Every kKnewn scientific appliance was at 
basd for the use of the operating surgeons, 

d. Bull and Weir, who soon entered, but 
the patient as yet was not fully etherized, aud 
they stood aroundthbe arena, robed like 
priests in white surplice-like gowns that 
covered them from their necks to their sboes. 
They were fine looking men, both handsome, 
neither ot them beyond life’s prime. Seon 
the patient was ready, and twe male nurses 
brought him in on a stretcher. 

The surgeon, Dr. Weir, in charge now an- 
nounced that the case was one of diseased 
kidney, in which as all other means of treat- 
ment had failed. he had determined, after 
ocnsultation with bis colleagues, to cut down 
on and remove the organ. In the course of 
his preliminary remarks, which were listened 
te by the hundred or mere of students and 
838 present with intense attention he 
said: 

„A many ot you are well aware, the sur- 
gical treatment of kidney disease that has 

one beyond the reach of medicine, consists 
ncutting open the body and removing the 
diseased organ; it the kidney is greatly en- 
larged it mustnecessarily ve removed through 
the abdomen, by that most serious of opera- 
tions, laparatomy. This method is the inven- 
tion of the German surgeon, Langen- 
bach, than whom no one has 
done more for renal surgerry. The 
other method is the removal by cutting down 
on the organ through the loin. This operation 
is applicable in most cases, but not where the 
organ is of great size, It was the invention 
of anotber German, Simon of Heldelberg,and 
from the greatest number of cases to which it 
if applicable it is, if not so remarkable a 
measure as Lagenbach’s, of far more prac- 
tical value. Removal of the kidney by Lang- 
enbach’s method is very rarely performed, 
and is of great interest from its heroic na- 
ture. 

An incision was now made in the right side 
of the center of the abdomen. The kidney 
was then sought for behind the stomach and 
other organs, and, being greatiy enlarged, 
was found witbout difficulty. After all its 
connections were dissected out, a platinum 
wire was passed around its pedicle and heated 
to a white heat by electricity to burn 
away the connection. As it slowly 
burned through the tissues a i frying 
sound could be heard, and a thick, 
greasy smoke came out of the abdominal in- 
cision. Meanwhile the surgeons with the 
utmost care contrelied the amount of heat. At 
last the separation was finished and the re- 
moved organ was taken from the abdomen. 
It was as large as achild’s head and weighed 
severel pounds with the pus and water with 
which ite various abscess cavities were filled. 

After the remoyal of the organ a comsider- 
able hemorrhage teok place. Vessel after 
vessel was tied, and bleeding points were 
touched with the red-hot end of the thermo- 
cautery iron; butfora long time it was im- 
possible to check the flow of blood, and in 
the midst of tbhisthe ether worked badly; 
the patient became so pale aud blue that it 
had to be stopped. Great beads of perspira- 
tion stood on the brow of the anxious sur 

eon as, with the ald of a suial! portable elec- 

ric light placed within the abdominal cavity, 
be groped around, trying to find the chief 
olnt from which the hemorrhage came. 
very eye in the auditoriim was strained to 
catch a view of the least success. The surgeon 
and his assistants that had entered in such 
white apparel, presented the appearance of 
butchers—they were spotted and spattered 
with blood from head to foot, At last the 
bleeding artery that had occasioned most of 
the trouble wasfound. To seize it wit a pair 
ofar foreeps was but the work of an in- 
stant. Inmafew minutes mere the vessel was 
securely tied and the bieeding was under con- 
trol. Meanwhile, the ether having been die- 
continued, the patient’s condition improved 
rapidly. The wounded surfaces were then 
treated, the aba» men closed and the patient 
sent to the ward. After the operation the 
surgeon seemed utteriy tired out.

city can be obtained in no other way than by 

a walk along the principal lines of railroad 

leading into St. Louls. This duty was assigned 

a Post-DISPATCH reporter, who visited many 

ot the mills and factories located along the 
Mill Creek Valley. 

A busy and enterprising concern situated on 
the line of the Missouri! Pacific, immediately 
opposite the Grand avenue station, are the 
works of the St. Louis Cut Stone Co. Some of 
the finest buildings in the city have been built 
of stone furnished by this firm, whose yards 
are the largest and best equipped of any in 
the West. Mr. Edward J. Staum, President, 
and Mr. Peter A. Pickel, Secretary of the 
company, are men of extensive practical ex- 
perience, having been ia the stone business 
for twenty years. 

An important branch of business along the 
line of the railroad, and one whose products 
are well known throughout this country, is 
that of the sewer pipe manufacture of Messrs. 
Blackmer & Postat Ewing avenue, with an- 
other and larger factory on the Oak Hil! Rail- 
road, near Arsenal street. This firm enjoys 
the largest portion of public patronage. The 
superintendent remarked to the reporter: 
Our culvert pipe is used largely by railroads 
for culverts under theirtracks. It is also be- 
ing used for gravity conduits by water works, 
several large contracts for this purpose hav- 
ing recentiy been filled; notably one at La 
Salle, III., where over 10,000 feet 
of twenty-four-inch pipe were furnished.

engaged in drawing plans for a new factory 
adjoining the one at Arsenal street, that will 
double our present capacity. 


The three large buildings at the northwest 
corner of Cabanne avenue and railroad con- 
stitute the plant of the St. Louis Gar- Wheel 
Ce. Five hundred hands are here employed 
in the various departments. From seventy- 
five to one hurmdred tons of metal are here 
melted at onetime. The main foundry build- 
ing is 50076 feet, and is used exclusive for the 
manufacture of car-wheels and miscellaneous 
railroad castings. This company is the largest 
manufacturer of cable yokes in the United 
States, using a building 225 by 7 feet for 
that purpose, and having a capacity of 250 
yokes per day. Ashbop 150x75 feet and two 
s:ories in height is used as a pattern and 
machine shop, equipped in the best possibile 
manner for the exetution of fine work. The 
city ofhce of this company is at the Bank of 


Commerce building, rooms 607 and 608. 


At the corner of Cabanne avenue and rail- 


road are located the works of the Barber As- 


phalt Paving Co., whose work is seen in the 
streets of this city, Omaha, Kansas City and 
Pine, Locust and other principal 


1883, and are still in fine condition. 


At the intersection of Missouri Pacific Rail- 
and Vandeventer avenue at what is 
known as Rock Springs is located the works 
of the Tamm Bros. Glue Co. The works of 
this concern are the largest of any of their 
kind inthe State and cover ap area of aix 
acres, in addition to which an immense store- 
house in close proximity on Papin street is 
also utilized. The process of the manu- 
facture of glue and gelatine is 
one, and a tour through 
the works of this company will well repay the 
visitor and also eradicate from his mind the 
opinion most generally prevailing that offen- 
sive odors only are givem offat glue works 
and must necessarily be associated with them. 
The reporter experienced nofouledors at 
these works. 

Jacob Tamm, the ploneerof the glue in- 
dustry in the West, was the founder of the 
present concern in 1844, when he started a 
small factory on Duncan Island. 

The works were then small indeed in com- 
parison with what they are now, being 
operated by one small steam boiler of not 
more than ten horse power. The business 
was reorganized in 1873, when the founder 
was succeeded dy his two sons, Max and The- 
odore, who are the principal officers in the 
present company. 

Upon reorganization the plant was en- 
larged, additional boilers of large proportions 
being built, and larger builuings and vats 
being erected. Business rapidiy increased 
and the demands on the works became so 
great that from time to time additional ma- 
chinery became necessary, and the works of 
to-day are so different and so much more ex- 
tensive than they were afew years ago as to 
be almost unrecognizable—so great has been 
the change. ° 

A battery of six large boliers are constantly 
in use, in addition to which a battery of three 
bollers is held in reserve in event of accident. 
The boiler capacity in tetal is equal to over 
1,000 horse power. The steam gen- 
erated by these boilers is used for various pur- 
poses, 100 horse power being consumed by a 
monster steam engine, and the balance for 
vacum pans, condensing and evaporating 
tanks, etc., lecated in various parts of the 
grounds. 

The acid machine manufactures all the acid 
required in the various processes 
of glue making. Four washinz 
vats, of 6,000 “pounds capacity 
each, are in continuous operation, for clean- 
ing the raw material from which glue and 
gelatine are produced. 

A fan of immense proportions, and requir- 
ing 100 horse power to run it, is used for cir-

haust steam for that purpose. 

These works enjoy unexcelied shipping fa- 
cilities, being reached by both the Missouri 
Pacific and Wabash Railroads, switches from 
both of which enter the property. sixty

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT, 

An amendment to the State Constitution, 
the object of which isto furnish relief to the 
Supreme Court by increasing the number of 

udges and dividing the court into two divis- 
ons isto be submitted to the voters of the 
State at the coming election. 

The new iaw is not very clear in its instruc- 
tions on the method of voting on a constitu- 
tional amendment, the only instructions 
given being that the voter shall prepare his 
ballot by crossing out therefrom parts of the 
baliotin suchamanner that the remaining 
parts shall express his vote upon the ques- 
tions submitted. Another section of the 
Revised Statutes, however—section 4,753, 
taken from the old law—providea that 411 
those voting in favor of any amendment shall 
have written or printed on their ballots, after 
such amendment, the ‘yes,’ and all those vot- 
ing against any amendment ghall have written 
or printed on their Dallots, after such amend- 
ment, the word ‘no.’ ’’ 

The vague instructions inthe first section 
quoted from cannot be complied with In St. 
Louis for the reason thatthe official baliots 
will not give the textof the amendment to be 
voted on, but the second section (4,753) can,

The new polling place is to be a roem with 
four or five small compartments or booths, 
in which the voters are to prepare their bal- 
lots. These booths will be in a small incios- 
wre near the space occupied by the 
judges and clerks of election, but 
separated from it by * ralling. 
and will be railed off also from the rest oi the 
room. Only one voter will be allowed in a 
booth at a time and only such voters as are 
receiving, preparing gr depositing their bal 
lets, and those who are about to take their 
places, will be permitted within the encios- 
ure. Ifthe room is crowded the new-comer 
must get in line and awatt his turn to be ad- 
mitted to the sacred precinct. Once admitted, 
be should step tothe judges’ table, where he 
will be handed a ballot containing the fell 
tiekets of all parties—Democratic, Repub- 
ican, Union Labor and containing 
also the names of candidates not 
identined w ith or nominated by any party. 


the names of party nominees he will find 
grouped together inthe manner and in the 
order observed inthe old style ballot, with 
the name of the party at the head of it, and if 
he wishes to doa little scratching, he will 
find blank space enough forthe name of the 
candidate he wishes to vote for under the one 
he desires to scratch and a pencil will be 
supplied bim for that purpose. This is 
the Recorder's idea of how to ecratch, though 
evidentiy under the law he need not write in 
any name, but what be falls to mark out will 
be bis ballot—nullified, of course, if he votes 
two names for the same office. Every 
booth, in fact, willbe furnished with pencils 
anda table or desk, and every voter may 
have five minutes in which to prepare bis 
vote, although only the most stupid voters 
are expected to take upsomuchtime. if he 
wishes to vote a straight ticket, Democratic, 
for example, he must draw his pencil over all 
other tickets and independent candidates, 
leaving the names on the Democratic ticket 
alione unmarked. It ie not necessary to draw 
alinethrough every name, a letter X drawn 
with two strokes of the penoll over the whole 
of the undesired portion of the ballot being 


sufficient. 
HOW TO SCRATCH. 

Seratching may be done in two ways, ac- 
cording to some inaterpreters of the law, 
namely: 

First, by scratching off the names of all can- 
didates on the entire ballot except those to be 
voted for, and leaving the unscratched names 
as originally printed under different party 
heads and presenting this ballot to the judges 
without writing any names in with the pen 


oll. 

Second, by crossing ou? all the tickets ex- 
cept the one vontaining a majority or at least 
a large percentage of the names to be voted, 

nd then scratching out the objectionable 
names on this ticket and writing in the names 
of the favored candidates. 

City Counselor Bell holds that a ballot 
scratched in either wa would be a legal 
ballot, but Recorder lillams favors the 
second method, in fact claims that 
it ie the only proper one. Sec. 4781 of 
chap. 60, art. 8 of the Revised Statutes says 
that the voter shall prepare his ballot by 
crossing out therefrom the names of all can- 
didates except those for whom he wishes to 
vote, and makes no mention whatever in 
this section of writing in names, but

in support of his interprettaion of the law to 
sect. 4671, which says: ‘*‘‘Each yoter*at an 
election Dall, in full view, deliver to one et 
the peewee of election a single ballot, which 
shall be a piece of white paper, on which 
ball be written or printed the names of the 
persons voted for, with a designation of the 
office which he or they may be intended to 
fill. Seid baliot shall not bear upon it any 
device whatever, nor shall there be any writ- 
ing or printing thereon, except the names of per- 
sons and the / the ac e to be Alea, 
camper margin on either side of the printed matier 
Jor tifuting names. 

He also. polntese to the following provision in 
section 4778: At the end ofthe list of can. 
didates for cach office Shall be left a blank 
space large enough to contain as many written 
names of candidates as there are oflicesto be

The voter must prepare his ballot from the 
one given bim by the judges of election, ard 
if be spoils it he has the privilege of receiving 
a new ballot from the judges upon delivering 
up the spoiled one. Ali ballots given out by 
the judges must contain their names or in- 
itiais, written upon the back of the ballot 
within two inches ofthe top of it, and when

NO REMEDY FOR BLUNDERS. 

Tne law expects every person to register 
who is otherwise qualified to vote, and the 
vote of no one can be accepted by the judges 
whose name is notonthe poll books. Even 

roof that his name was illegally stricken 
rom the registration lists, or that the om 
sion of his name from the poll books was due 
to aclerical error will not help the matter 
any, and it would be a waste of time for 
a person to attempt to vote under 
such circumstances, the law providing no 
remedy for blunders of the Board of Revision 
or the régistration effice, or any error what- 
soever on the poll books. 

The polis in St. Louis will de epened at 6 
o clock inthe morning and close at 7 o'clock 
inthe evening and in other portions of the 
State, excepting cities of over 25,000 inhabit- 
ants, the polis will be opened at 7 a. m. and 
closed at é p. m.

As stated in last Wednesday’s 
DISPATCH the upper left hand 
ner is headead ‘‘Democratic,’’ the 
right hand ‘‘Repubiican,’’ the lower 
hand quarter, ‘*Union Labor, and the lower 
right hand square, ‘‘Nominations by Elect- 
ors.’’ Under each heading is printed a jist 
ofthe candidates. Theorder in which the 
candidates are placed on the tickets Is the 
same in each oase: Congregsman, the Judges 


According tothe Recorder’s views you must 
strike out three of the tickets and vote the 
fourth, or strike out such parts of the one re- 
maining ticket as do not suit you and write in 
the names you desire to vete fer.

A HOSPITAL IN COURT. 


Charges of Mismanngement aud a Libel 
Suit Make Up the Issue. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Oot. 25.—Application 
was made to Judge Barnard in this city to- 
day to dissolve the corporation known as the 
Woman’s Hospital of Brooklyn. Misappro- 
priation of moneys and the use of the institu- 
tion to promote private interests are the 
grounds for complaint. The institution 
was established by Urs. Dr. Mary 


Jones and her son, and with the 
assistance of a few gentiemen who 
allowed their names to be used it became in- 
corporated. These gentiemen claim to have 
had nothing todo withthe institution since 
then and the people charge that Mrs. Dr. 
Jones and her son have been running the es- 
tablishment, receiving and appropriating to 
thelr own use the moneys apvropriated by 
the State as well as charging enormous sums 
for treatment. The Brooklyn Zagie has been 
Waging a war against the hospital manage- 
ment, and it claims that Mrs. Jones realized 
$25,000 a year from her undertaking. Judge 
Barnard reserved his decision. Mre. Jones 
has begun a suit for libel against the Brook- 
lyn Zagie, claiming $150,000 damages.

EALLY there was «a 
large meeting at the 
Mercantile Club rooms 
yesterday afternoon to 
consider the enterprise 
of erecting a new build- 
ing.

Amusing Experiences of Dry Goods Men 
During the Past Week.

had escaped. : 

„Mr. — . said the young lady, 1 did 
ask the clerk who sold me the goods and I 
can’t understand why they are advanced 
in price since last month aad 1 don’t 
believe he does either. He commenced teiling 
meéearigmaroie about some of these things 
being bought since the 6th of October and a 
lot of nonsense about something happening in 
Congress anda lot ot talk about things that 
were perfectly irrelevant and had nothing to 
do with his charging me 70 cents for the same 
articles I bought for 50 cents last month.’’ 

The creait clerk began to scratch his bald 
head. He hed not been able to understand 
the why and the wherefore of the advance 
clearly himself, and was quite sure of his 
Inability to explain it to anybody eise. 
Re had tried to pat it off on the salesman, but 
the clerk bad already suffered his martyrdom 
and sent ber off to him. There she stood 
staring at bim with her pretty blue eyes and 
he was trying to louk wise, still caressing his 
head as if he knew all about it, but was pus 
zied to find words simple enough to explain it 
to the young woman vefore him. 

Finally he said: ‘‘I’ll tell you, Miss, I can- 
not do anything aboutit. Icannot take the 
extra 20 cents off because it is the tariff. 

**Your clerk never told me anything about 
tariff when I bought those articles, and I con- 
sider that your charging me what you have, 
under the circumstances, is nothing less than 
obtaining money under false pretenses.’’ 

‘*That young woman does not know how 
accurately she bas siged up this tariff, said 
the gentleman whom she had been aadressiny 
sadly as she disappeared from wund in the 
elevator. ‘** ‘Obtaining money under false 
pretenses!’ Isay that’s good. That sums up 
the whole protective business in a nutshell. 
SOME OF THE ADVANCES. 


A prominent Gealer in dry oods 
said a day or two ago in an later- 
view with a reporter of the PostT-Dis- 


PATCH: It the ladies really understood the 
difference thatthe McKinley bill will make in 
goods in the next few months they would buy 
out the store whether they meeded the articles 
or not, because they are cheaper sow than 
they will be a little later when the new goods 
are bought.’’ 

„The era for good articles at reasonable 
prices,’’ he continued, ‘‘may safely be re- 
garded as a thing of the pest, as the new tariff 
bill imposes its heaviest burdens upon the 
vSrious articles universally required by peo- 
ple of moderate means, especialiy the 
great army of workingmen and 
women. Scarecely an item belonging to 
every day need which has not increased in 
cost very largely to the consumer whose daily 
wages and monthiy saiary continues at the old 
ajtariff rates, nor will the wages of the people 
be advanced in proportion to new tariff rates. 
A dress, which would have cost a poor girl 500 
yard under the old system will cost her 620 
under the new, making a difference of $1.44 in 
a whole dress pattern, which means a serious 
difference to the poor girl. 

Goods that cost 600 last fall will cost 780 a 

yard this fall, while those who dress in silk 
and yelvet will getthem at the same figures 
that they have heretofore given. 
- The stockings that cost W cents last winter 
and the summer just passed will cost here- 
after 35 cents and 48 cents for the present 35 
cent article. Another proof of the leniency 
ofthis bill upon the wealthy classes is that 
the same rates of advance prevail in all boys’, 
misses’, children's aad infants’ stockings 
and underwear. 

Not only foreign but domestic makers will 
see their opportunity and advance prices, 
so that foreign manufacturers of 
the same character will be shut out or 
cost so much more thruugh the operation of 
the tariff. The underwear known as ribbed 
jersey-fitting balbrisgan and cotton, which 
was purchased last spring and summer for 2 
cents, will now 40 cents each, and the 
35-cent article can’t be bought for less than 50 
cents. Those who wear the dainty silk ander- 
wear can buy them atthe original reasonable 
figures. It seeme that the Republican party 
intend to make all classes feel able to wear 
silk attire. Itislike poor Marie Antolaette 
asked in her ignorasce when the populace 
begged for bread and there was none: Why 
not eat cake?’’ 

One of the small articles most generally ia 
use and of which thousands are bought every 
day is the pearl button. They seem to have 
been the butt of the law makers’ heaviest 
attacks. Instead of getting buttons for 5 
cents a dozen, they will cost 10 cents; the 8 
cents a dozen, 15 vents, and so on until you 
reach the finer goods. It is the same way 
with housegeeping linen. Damasks general! 
bought at 50 cents a yard will be 63 cents, an 
napkins at §1 a dozen will now cost $1.%. In 
bandkerchietfs the increase will be in the same 
proportion. One article that willadvance as 
much as 2 cents and 60 cents a pair will be 
the lower grades of kid gloves. This will 
touch the ladies very nearly and again bring 
— their re upon the heads of the mer- 
chants.

The total 
amount which young Tabb is charged with 
having embezzled, and the taking of which he 
acknowledges, is an even $20, taken in the 
respective sums of $2.50, $7.50 and $10. 

The youth was captured by the police on in- 
formation of his whereabouts furnished by a 
volunteer ‘‘informer’’ who stipulated with 
Mr. Morse that he should receive the sum of 
tor his services on locating the defaulting 
clerk, and who, it is said, withheld such in- 
formation until he was assured the $5 would 
be paid upon Tabb’s capture. 

4 POOL ALLEY WRECK. 

The story seems to be the old one of a 
foolish and reckless boy ruined by Pool 
Alley“ fascinations, allowing the hazardous 
temptation of betting on horse races to 
swamp his sense of right and wrong, and 
ending up with the inevitable fers“ 
into a police station whieh always 


furnishes the grand finale of a clerk’s career 
among the ‘‘book-makers.’’ Besides his 
acknowledged shortage, Tabb is believed by 
his employer, Morse, to have stolen a pocket- 
book belonging to Mrs. Morse, containing a 
pair of diamond ear-drops, about $23 in 
money, and a promissory note, amount not 
stated. In further support of the theory that 
Tabb wasaconfirmed victim to Pool Alley 
allurements,there were found upon his person 
at the Chestnut Street Station, to which he

It was done by the simple process of failing 
to make any return of money collected for his 
empioyer, and the Knowledge of his being 
short only began to develop last Tuesday 
night, —.— followed by his disappearance 
on Wednesday and his arrest yesterday. He 
has not been formally charged with the theft 
of Mrs. Morse’s pocket book, and stoutly 
denied having committed such an act when 
taxed with it by Mr. Morse. 

Tabb was seen at the Chestnut Street Sta- 
tion shortly after his arrest and made a state- 
ment to the PosT-DISPATCH reporter.

powerful spectroscope. 

The spectroscope can be used for two quite 
different purposes. By comparing the spec- 
trum ofastaror planet with the spectra of 

‘different terrestrial elements we can deter- 
mine what terrestrial clements exist in the at- 
mosphere of the celestial body; or again, af- 
ter having done this, the spectroscope can be 
need to measure the velocity with which the 
star is approaching the earth or receding 
from it. 

MOTIONS OF STARS IN THE LINE OF LIGHT, 

It is this latter problem that! wish to speak 
of in order to describe some recent discov- 
erie made withthe great telescope. The in- 
strument has been used in the other flelds 
just mentioned with correspondingly impor- 
tant results, but [am new concerned with this 
latter field only. 

Let me briefly explain how it is thatthe mo- 
tion of a star toward us is to be determined 
by merely looking at its spectrum. Light is 
composed of myriads of waves moving with a 
constant velocity through space in all direc- 
tions from a luminous body. Wesee the body 
Dy means of these waves, which enter our eye 
and fall upon the retina. If there are 500,000,- 
000,000,000 waves per second entering the eye 
we call the color of the object red. It there 
are 750,000,000,000,000 waves we call the color 
violet. It there are waves of various num 
bers between 500. 000, 000, 000, 000 and 750, 000, 
000,000,000 all enteriag the eye at once 
we call the object white, The spectro- 
scope spreads out the light from the object 
into a colored band or ribbon, with the red 
light all at one end, the virlet all at another, 
and with the colors orange, yellow, green, 
blue and indigo arranged in order between 
them. The white light which wesaw with 
the eye bus been analyzed by the spectro- 
scope into its copstituent colors. Suppose 
we should look in this way ata star which 
was always at the same distance from us; 
and suppose further that we could drawa 
pen line across the ribbon of its spectrum 
at the middle of the violet, for instance. This 
pencil line would mark the place—the color— 
which is formed by light waves which reach 
us at the rate of 750,000,000,000,000 waves per 
second. Let us suppose another pencil line 
drawn above the Orst just outside the spectral 
ribbon, thus:

CONDITIONS OF THE OBSERVATION. 

We must imagine the rval state of things as 
foliows: In the first place there is the star in 
space, millions of miles away (but always at 
the same distance from us), shining to the 
eye with white light. That is, sending to us 
waves of all wave lengths, between 500,000,- 
600,000,000 and 750,000,000,000,000 per second. 
The whole of space between us and the star Is

The method we have just described has been 
used to determine the motions ofafew of the 
brightér stare toward or from the earth. 
Leaving out of consideration for the present 
the most recent observations of Prof. Vogel 
and those at the Lick Observatory (which 
form a separate vroup of themselves), we may 
say thatthe results attained while they are 
most interesting have been very disappoint- 
ing in regard to precision. For instance, t 
results for the motion of the bright star Are- 
torus obtained in Greenwich In 1885 vary from 
thirteen to seventy miles per second. The av- 
erage is about forty-four miles. In 1886 the 
separate results vary from twenty-one to 
seventy-one miles, and the average for the 
year is about forty miles. The method em- 
ployed is correct, but the difficulties in the 
way of employing it areso great that small 
la entirely fail to give accurate re- 
sults. 

ADVANCE IN STELLAR SPECTROSBOOPY. 

In making the designs for the great tele- 
scope the wants ofsteliar spectroscopy were 
kept prominently in view, and since the tele- 
scope has been in active use Prof. Keeler, 
who is in charge of the spectroscopic work, 
has made a great number of such measures. 
It was expected that the large size of the tele- 
scope would vastly increase the accuracy of 
such determinations, but 1 think none of us 
were prepared for the amazing precision of 
the results There is fortunately an easy test 
ofaccuracy. The motion of the planet Venus 
toward or from the earth can be precisely 
calculated from its known orbit. It can also 
be measured with the spectroscope. The 
agreement of the two results shows just how 
far the spectroscopic evidence Can be trusted. 

I will quote four measures of the motion of 
Venus made in August last by Mr. Keeler: 

The observed motion was 7.38, 8.3, 9.3, 7.5 
miles per second. 

The real motion was 8.1, 8.2, 8.2, 8.2 miles 
per second. 

The error ofthe spectroscope was 0.8, 0.1, 
1.1, 0.7 miles per second. 

That is, we may say that wecan be sure of 
meusuring the motion ot Venus or 


than one mile per second. The Green- 
wich errors are vastiy greater. For inetance, 
the star Arcturus, which was found at Green- 
wich to be approaching us at the rate of forty 
odd miles per second, is in fact only moving 
at the rate of four miles, andsoon. The 
enormous advantage of the great telescope 
over smaller instruments nowhere shows bet- 
ter than lu such work. The observations at 
Greenwich were made as well as they could 
be made with their apparatus, but the power 
of Mr. Lick’s gift to science has shown itself 
nere as well as in otber flelds.* 
MOTION OF THE SOLAR SYSTEM IN SPACE. 

These preliminary observations show the 
new field which is now open in this direction. 
The method of research was completed long 
ago, but one of the triumphs of the great 
telescope has beeu los nat an unheard of 
precision can be aftvin«« in ite application. 
An entirely new sevice «: necurac? bas been 
established by these «liservations of Prof. 
Keeler, and an entirciy new setof problems 
can be attacked and solved. Ili we can meas- 
ure how fastastar is approaching the varth 
we can turnthe probiem the otber way and 
deterimine how fast the earth and the solar 
system as a whole is movlag toward the 
universe of stars as u whole. We shall be 
able to ix the direction and the Velocity of 
tho flight of the solar system through space. 

Taois is one of the problems now in hand, 
and it ig being prosecuted as rapidiy as the 
liinited force of observers at Mount Hamiiton 
WII Ao. Mr. Lick provided a magnificent 
equipment of instraments, but left us with a 
very inadequate endowment fand. 

MOTION OF NEBULA TO OR FROM THE EARTH. 

Aliot the preceding explanation has been 
necessary before it wus easy to explain the 
latest of the results attained by this method. 
But the reader will now readily understand 
how itis thatthe spectroscopic observations 
made at Mount Hamilton (all by Prof. Keeler) 
have been extended to those distant gaseous 
masses which are called uebule, bow it bes 
been shown that each of these is in 
motion, and how it has been deter- 
mived with what velocities they are 
moving. It would indeed be strange if 
these bodies, which we know to be closely re- 
lated to stars, were not in motion. But al 
observations of the most skiliful spectroscop- 
ists up to thie time have not been able to show 
it. Indeed, it was hardly to be expected. The 
Greenwich resuits forthe motion of Arcturus 
are ten times too large, as wesaw (forty miles 
instead ot four), and it wus clearly hopeless 
to expectto settie this question without an 
amazing increase of precision in the tndivid- 
ual measures. This increase has been at- 
tained in the Lick Observatory measures, and 
already (in July and August of this year) the 
motions often of the brighter nebul@ have 
been determined. Thesmaliest motion is a 
little over one mile per second and the great- 
est is about thirty-eicht miles. ‘The error of 
each determination can hardly be above two 
English miles per second. 

WHAT THE BIG TELESCOPE HAS DONE, 

It thus appears that the great telescope in 
the skiliful bands of Prof. Keeler has removed 
one more of the mysteries with which the 
nobule have been surrousded. It was theo- 
reticaily certain that they would be found 
subject tothe same laws ae the stars, which 
are (sometimes, at least,) formed from their 
progressive condensation. The _ theoretic 
certainty bas now becomea practical one. 
The motions of the nebul@ have been meas- 
ured and, asl have said, one more mystery 
has been removed from them. 

The Lick Observatory has been in active 
existence for a little more than two years. Its 
work extends into many fields, and much, 
per@apse too much, is expecied of it. Itisa 
eatisfuction to those officially connected with 
it to be able to chronicle a decided step for- 
ward in a path which was beset with such 
@ifficuities that it had so far been practically 
untraveled. I hope to have made it clear that 
the path is now open and the way plain.

AN ESCAPKD CONVICT CAPTURED. 


Ben Fletcher, a Mississippi Fagitive, Ar- 
rested on the Steamer Cherokee. 


A negro approached Officer McCarthy 
on the levee at the foot of Olive 
street yesterday and told him that there 
was an escaped convict from the Mississippi 
penitentiary on board the steamer Cherokee 
which was tied up short way below. McCarthy 
followed the informer to the lower deck of the 
boat where a tall athletic colored man was 
pointed out. The arrest was made before the 
negro could offer the least resistance. 

At the Four Courts the prisoner gave his 
name as Ben Fietcher and admitted that he 
was the man wanted. Fletcher tells an inter- 
esting story.

The 

most famous ot the 

political secret so- 

oletles was the Carbonari, of which Byron 

wasamember. They sought to trace their 

descent from the Templars, but the claim was 

never established. It is said that there was a 

society of the same name among the inhab- 

itants of the German forests during the four- 

teenth century. This was formed for the 

purpose of protecting the foresters from ban- 

dits and procuring mitigations of their taxes. 

But whetherthe Italian Carbonari looked to 

the Templars or the German foresters for 

chelr origin, itis certain that they took no 

active part in political affairs until the clos- 

ing years of the first Napoleonic empire. It 

was introduced bya man named Maghella, 

who was head of the Neapolitan police and 

one of the councillors of state under 

Murat when that adventurer was 

King of the Two Sicilies. Maghélla was a 

patriotic Italian who, compelled to accept 

Murat, sought to detach him from Napoleon 

and induce him to grant a constitution. 

Owing to Murat’s weakness and lack of in- 

sight the movement for Italian independence 

failed and Magheila turned to Carbonarism 

as the most feasible method of bringing about 
the desired result. 

Elaborate initiation ceremonies were insti- 
tuted and the members were oathbound to 
loyalty and secrecy. Italian independence 
was tbe first object of the society, and, as a 
consequence, most of the best intelleet and 
morality of Italy was included. But it soon 
crept beyond its political object, and, like the 
Camorra and Mafia, became to a degree social. 
It was very strict in its moral code and 
visited severe punishment upon any of 
its members guilty of its viola- 
tion. Habitual association with vi- 
clous characters, gambling, drunkenness, 
abandonment of family and general dissolute- 
ness of morais were punished Dy suspension 
and other penalties. Its code wag elaborate. 
No other society with members so widely dis- 
tributed ever sought to detach them so com- 
pletely from the State by means of a code of 
laws so distinct in form and often so much at 
variance with those in legalforce. Its mem- 
bers were forbidden to refer cases of litigation 
to the ordinary tribunals untl they had been 
brought before the Grand Lodge and reasons 
assigned for permitting a further investiga- 
tion in the Government courts. 

The society grew notwithstanding the op- 
position of the Austrian Government. The 
Pope was induced to issue a bull against the 
society and for many years patriotic 
Itallans strove against Austrian tyransy 
from without and religious dissensions 


within. Counter secret societies were 
formed, one of which, the Society of the Holy 


Faith, was pledged to exterminate Janseniste, 


Molenists, Freemasons and Carbonuri. In the 
troublesome days between 1820 and 1830 the 
eociety took an active part in political affairs, 
and supported as it was by the best blood of 
Italy was not without influence. Assassina- 
tions were frequent, which were attributed by 
the Austrians rightly or wronaly to 
THE CARBONARI., 

Probably they were guilty of most of them. 
When Italy was finally redeemed the Carbor- 
ari disbanded, if indeed they had not already 
been broken up. Their place is now oceupied 
by the Irrident, a society whose object is to 
attach to Italy ail those provinces in the North 
whose people speak the Itallan language. 80 
far as is known assassination is not one of its 
instruments. 

But Carboncrism was a en society 
witn a political object. It Had nothing in 
common, 80 far as tue character of its mem- 
bers went, with those awful associations 
which seem to have established branches in 
the United States. These latter were social in 
their object. They=knew nothing and cared 
nothing for politicsg They were composed of 
the dregs of the people and resorted to the 
most disreputable practices to extort money 
from their victims. They were thoroughiy 
organized and managed most intelligently, 
though the chiefs were illiterate peasants. 

The workings of these social secret societies 
cannot be better illustrated than by an inci- 
dent which took place in Naples three years 
after Garibaldi presented the two Siciliea to 
Victor Emmanuel. One Do Mata, an ex-bat- 
ter, and u man who is designated as F—— 
lived in asubarb of Naples. They lived by 
biackmail and had accumulated considerable 
wealth. Their method was to write to certain 
wealthy residents, especially any who had 
served under the Bourbon kings, that unless 
they remitted handsomely they would be de- 
nounced to the Italian Government as reac- 
tionists and Bourbon conspirators. Party 
feeling ran very high at that time and a Beur- 
bon sympathizer in Naples was regarded 
pretty much as a Northerp man friendly to se- 
cession would bave been regarded in Boston 
or any other Northern city curing the civil 
war. Many of these Neapolitans preferred 
paying the two scoundrels to ranning the 
risk of being torn to pieces by a people sav- 
age with the rankling sores of the Bourbon 
W

The execationer of their sentence was 
chosen by lot from among the rank and file of 
the society. In this case the lot fell upon a 
youth of 19 knows as Lo Bello Gusglione, or 
the Beautiful Boy, who chanced to be a 
brother of De Mata. The day after the arrest, 
while Mele on bis way home was crossing one 
of the most crowded thoroughfares in Naples 
and waving his hand to his wife ata distant 
window, Lo Bello Guaglione rushed at him 
and with one well directed blow of a razor, 
almost severed his head from his body. The 
victim died on the spot while the apectators 
after the Neapolitan fashion opened a way for 
his assassin to escape. 

The murderer fied to Vesuvius to join the 
brigands, but was refused admittance into 
thelr band. Aller wandering about he was 
captured by a member of another secret so- 
clety formed at the time forthe express pur- 
pose of making the arrest and getting the re- 
wardofa thousand ducats. It was a clear 
case of murder in the first degree and the 
penalty was death, but the Neapolitan jury 
knew too well with whom they would have to 
deal after the verdict. Extenuatine circum- 
stances were discovered and Lo Bello Guagli- 
one was sent to the galleys forjtwenty years. 
De Mata und his companion were brought to 
trial, but though it was proven that they had 
divided theBaron’s ducats between them they 
were found not guilty by the jury. 

This story willenable the reader to realize 
vividly the extraordinary social conditions 
which prevailed in Southern Italy twenty 
years ago. The Camorra and the Mafia have 
been, itis said, pretty thoroughly stamped 
out by the Government but the Mafia still ex- 
ist in the western part of Sicily, although they 
do not enjoy perfect immunity aa they did 
in the free Garibaidian days. Whether the 
Camorra have entirely disappeared is not cer- 
tainly known. ‘The so-called Maflaof New 
York and New Orieans work after the methods 
of the Neapolitan soolety and it may be they 
are a branch of it, 

THE CAMORRA. 

The Camorra may be defined as organized 
oppression. Their object was plunder, their 
means threats of assassination. It was sel- 
dom that they failed to extort their booty and 
they never failed to carry out their threat in 
case the booty was refused. The rebbery was 
systematized; everybody was taxed except 
the upper ten of politics, the great bankers 
and the nobility. In return the Camorra 
granted their victims protection—protection 
which was no idle boast, either, for it was 
more sure than the protection of the Royal 
Government itself. 

The origin of the Camorra is a much dis- 
puted question, as history is almost silent on 
the subjectand tradition does not carry it 
furtber than 1820. It bears resemblance to 
other secret societies in Spain which go back 
to the fifteenth century, but it is not known 
to be in any wav related to them. The Italian 
Camorra seem to have begun their career by 
imposing atax of one-tenth upon the win- 
nings ot gainblers. During the last Bourbon 
period the society had 30,000 known bandits 
under their ‘‘protection,’’ who paraded the 
streets of nage unmolested in broad-day. 
The association consisted of the flerce, law- 
less spirits of the lowest order of the Neapoll- 
tan people. Scarcely any of them could reat 
or write, even the twelve chiefs, the Capo 
Camorristi. A code wat established and rig- 
idly enforced, which was communicated by 
word of mouth to the newly won members and 
handed down orally. Nope of it was com- 
mitted to paper. They were divided into 
three grades, called the Garzone di Mala Vita 
(lad of bad life), the Picciotto di Sgarro and 
the Camorrista. The Camorrista were 
the ruling powers of the society, while the 
other two were thetworking members, who 
carried out the decrees of the council whether 
they were robbery or assassination. Thus 
constituted the Camorra was a tremendous 

ower which pretended to a share in the pro- 

eds of labor. It taxed by means of intim 


dation. 

The Garzone was the *prentice lad of the 
order, the Artful Dodger, who served his time 
and tried his metal under the direction of the 
next grade. They were usually recruited from 
young prisoners, who saw in life only that 
the strongest always won and that they must 
either victimize or be victimized, The next 
grade was that of Piccilotto di Sgarro. The 
word picciotto in the language of the people 
sigbifies one inferior in age, merit or condi- 
tion. The meaning of Sgarro is not known. 
This person, although only the servant or 
fag of some Camorrista, was nevertheless 
of greatimportance and the object of envy 
among the ‘‘iads of bad life. He was initiated 
into the secrets of the confraternity, publicly 
recognized as a memberand respected by 
everybody in and outofthe order as aman of 
proved courage andthe terrible executioner 
of tue Camorra. As a man rose in rank proofs 
of his courage-were exacted. Thus the candi- 
date for the grade or degree of Picciotto vol- 
unteered to carry out some bloody decrees of 
the council. It the chiefs had no work on 
hand’’ other ordeals were provided by which 
the candidate proved his worthiness. Once a 
Picciotto he often served long terms of years 
without pay except occasional gratuities from 
his masters, the Camorristi, is great ambil- 
tion was to bea Camorrista, which rank was 
obtained by long service or by some daring 
murder. Therefore when a person was sen- 
tenced to death by the council the Picclottl 
came forward as a body, each asking as 
favor that he be assigned ior the bloody work.

as guilty. Bat both these services were per- 
formed by Picciotti chosen by lot, so 
that it usually happened that a member 
guiltiess of the particular murder in 
question suffered the penalty. But as 
seldom dared to fix the penalty of death, the 
long imprisonment counted in favor of 
convict and advanced him toward the 
rank of Camorrista. 

Thus by means of a stab or a long imprison- 
mentthe Picciotto attained a in the 
Council and enjoyed tbe privilege 5 
ing the taxes and ioraing it over the r 
grades of the society.

The opening was marked by the 
largest attendance yet recordea for a first 
night, and in some respects it seemed 
as though certain features of the display had 
been arranged with an eye especiaily to their 
Gramatic effect atthe beginning of the sea- 
eon. This was notin reality true, but was 
due entirely to the fact that the Exposition of 
1801 is, and will centinue to be, a revelation 
to its patrons when contrasted even with the 
pronounced success of past years. 

The Exposition has always been a success. 
Its ‘‘first nights have become red-letter 
nights in local tradition and expectation. 
Last night was more than this, however. 

It was so much more that when the people 
left, reluctant, and the grand structure was 
Sinking into the darkness and stiliness of 
midnight, the realization of a great fact 
dawned upon their minds. 

They became conscious of the discovery 
that instead of participating in an ‘‘event,’’ 
e brilliant link in the chain of brilliant 
triumphs, they had been present at the be- 
ginning of an epoch. The unqualified suc- 
cess of the Exposition opening of 1891 was of 
that degree of perfect completeness that ap- 
pears strangely to attach itself to supreme 
achievements in the records of time, achieve-

expected. 

PLST-DISPATCH IDBA CONTEST MATERIALIZED. 

As the concrete form of the memofrabie 
**Post- DISPATCH Idea Contest“ inaugurated 
during the season of 1890, the Exposition of 
1891 may be truthfully described as an Ex- 
position of materialized opular 
Sugeestion. It is A crystallization 
ofthe ideas, not ot the Exposition manage- 
ment and ofthefew nundreds of exhibitors, 
but ofthat great public reached only bya 
great newspaper, the impersonal public from 
which the Exposition draws its support and 
countenance.

1 appropriate, as following the 
**Dream of Fair Women,’’ is the littie scene 
forming the exhibit of a great New york pub- 
lishing house. It is calied ‘‘The Story of a 
Lite, astory told in pathetic suggestion by 
showing in faithful detail the bedchawber and 
study in which Marie Bashkirtser lived and 
worked. The difficulties attending the se- 
curing of the bona fide contents and furnish- 
ings of the rooms from the mother, a daagh- 
ter of the Baban lues, proud of her Tartar 
ancestry, have already been described in the 
PO8ST- DISPATCH, and made a tale which was 
read worid-wide. Given as acongession to 
thatimmortality for which the impetuous, 
fierce, inexplicable Rursian girl hungered 
while slowiy dying of consumption, these sur- 
roundings of her strangely tragic life possess 
an interest for the feminine heart so keen that 
‘*Marie Basbhkirtseff's room’’ is likely to be- 
come a sort of shrine before which many a 
tear of appreciation and understanding 
will start to feminine eyes. Here 
are her alette and brushes, beside 
which she dreamed of, the Salon picture’’ 
that was to make her fameus; here the harp 
over whose wiid strings her fingers strayed 
when the Wild soulof the strange Muscovite 
girl became, Ike Saul’s, so troubied that 
music alone could calm its waters.

„Education Forty Years ago’’ is Illustrated 
by an exbibit in this nave in the center aisle. 
A log echool-house shaded by oak trees, an 
old pedagogue in home-made jeans, a 
class of barefooted country boys and giris, 
rude benches and no desks, blue-backed 
spelling books and a faded blackboard recall 
childhood’s happy davs to many a middle- 
aged Visitor who stepes before the faithful 
scene. 

Near the western end of the north nave, 
passing some of the exhibits that will be 
named briefly at the close, last night's Expo- 
sition Visitor beheld ilimstrated the Indus- 
trial System of the Year 2000,’’trom Bellamy’s 
„Looking Backward.’’ The working of a 
perfectly centralized paternal government, of 
general and wageless labor, of equal reward 
in sharing the aggregate result of combined 
effort, of a social system in which money has 
no existence, and of all the other solved 

roblems’’ of the present day as foretold in 

sllamy’s remarkable story, are indicated in 
the display, and excite the most interested 
attention. The exhibit is made by a local 
manufacturing corporation, the head of which 
bas almost put into practice in his ‘dealings 
with hie empleves some similar theories. 

The Art of Making Paper’’ is alew shown in 
this department by a large Eastern paper 
mill, and the process, by the latest improved 
methods, is one that causes visitors to linger 
long in front ofthe display. The machinery, 
operatives and entire outfit come from the 
original plant, and souvenirs of the manu- 
factured product, illustrating the many uses 
to which paper can be put, are given away. 

SCIENCE AND SKILLED LABOR. 

Entering the west nave from tne north, the 
United States Government Display,’’ con- 
sisting of exhibite from the government mu- 
seums, ie made under charge of Smithsonian 
officiais sent out from Washington. The 
World's Patent Exhibit’’ te also in this 
nave, and furnish a never falling point of in- 
terest to inventive geniuses visit- 
ing the Exposition. The display of 
American inventions is most striking. The 
Progress of Science completes the hree first 
exhibits encountered inthe West Nave, and 
being arranged under direction of the Wash- 
ington University faculty, the display illus- 
trates most forcibly the good accomplished by 
scientific research and experiment of recent 
years. A ‘‘Modelof the EKarth,’’ prepared 
after — — furnished by the Royal Geograph- 
ical Society of London, Engiand, and ex- 
hibited by a company engaged in the 
manufacture of school giobes, tsa decidedly 
fascinating diaplay, affording unusual adyan- 
tages for intelligent study of the topography 
ofthe werld. ‘‘Going around the earth’’ 
was a favorite trip last night. 

A Contest of skilled artisans’’ in this de- 
partment gives occasion for the display of 
numerous interesting trades, the manfacture 
of cigars, shoemaking, giass-biowing, wood 
carving, pottery, knife-grinding, weaving and 
many other lines of skilled labor being 
shown. Workmen at this exhibit alternate 
daily, and a careful record of the work 1e to 
be kept, upon which prizes will be awarded 
oa the closing night of the Exposition. 

THROUGH THE DARK CONTINENT. 

Ani extremely gravhic display, also in this 
nave, is that ot An African View,’’ showing 
the wonders of the Dark Continent and gain- 
ing dramatic interest by Illustrating the meet- 
ing between Stanley and Emin Pasha. The 
Country of the Dwarts“ and the tableau of 
A Soudan Slave Gang Entering the Gates of 
Khartoum,’’ &re features of tue display. 

AN EXPOSITION OF LIGHT.

A Place Where the Pig Industry 16 Flourish- 
ing—Lively Times in av Irish Towsa—The 
One Place in Europe With a Boom City— 
The Boycott as an Argument.

N THE road which leads 
D ®) from the market strest of 
2 Tipperary to the station a 


blind beggar whines all day 
for pennies. ‘‘Heaven has 
spared him the sight of his 
people's afflictions,’’ as a 
poetical townsman puts it. 
> Tipperary people have 
5 W certainly had their share of 
affliction, but there was little visible sign ef it 
on the day I struck the town. To save wait- 
ing three or four hours at Limerick Junction 
for a train I waixed over, and throughout the 
whole three miles was struck by the liveliness 
of the road, and especially at the amazing 
frequency of Irish canafies,’’ by which 
name the pig is known in the land of his love. 
There were droves of pigs with red-cheeked 
lads trotting after them. There were 
donkey carts filled with half-grown pigs, and 
with ragged old women seated ontop. There 
were single pigs walking in stately majesty 
along the road to the stirring music of their 
comrades’ voices. The air was filled with 
their clamor which, growing louder at 
every step, became almost deafening when 
the town itself was reached, and the main 
street, nearly a mile in length, was found to

be lined on both sides throughout its entire 
length with donkey carts, pigs, pig buyers 
and pig sellers. The pigs were held up for in- 
spection,’ kicking aud squealing, by red- 
cheeked lassies with brawny arms. Some- 
times one of them got away and was pursued 
with due and cry by a dozen hulf- grown boys 
until he was fairly cornered and brought 
back panting. 

Such were my first impressions ef Tipper- 
ary, the most interesting place in Europe, the 
only one where anew town is being built all 
at once, and the only one in the world where 
an old one equally well situated, lies deserted 
by its side. 

Thanks to the pig industry the desertion 
was not atfirst apparent. Smith-Barry, the 
old Tipperary landiord, fast deserted by his 
tenants, still claims the right of holding mar- 
ketse—for pigs, cows and horses—along the 
main street of the old ton, and the right will 
not be successfully combated while Pariia- 
ment is in ite present temper. The privilege 
is worth something. 

EVERY PIG 

brought into Tipperary—and there must be 
thousands yearly—pays 1 penny or 2 pence 
market fee, according to value. Every sheep, 
goat or lamb pays 1 penny, every horse 5 
pence, every ox or cow 6 pence, every year- 
ling 3 pence and every standing nas a fixed 
price of 10 pence. The absurdity of hamper- 
ing trade by these vexatious dues is apparent, 
but the custom is common enough throughout 
Great Britain. 

Of course every American knows by this 
time that Mr. Smith-Batry is the hereditary 
landiord of Tipperary, and that he was the 
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Wm. O Brien Arcvade—New Tipperary. 


leading spirit in the Landlord’s Defense 
League which was mixed up in the evictions 
on the Fonsonby estate away down ia 
Youghal.

Theeld town is not 
wholly deserted yet, partly because the new 
one is not finished, and — 2 because por- 
tions of the old town belong to Mr. Stafford 
O’Brien, a friendly landiord who is liked by 
the tenants, and has, indeed, furnished the 
land for the buliding of the new town. His 
houses, and he has many, will not be vacated, 
and he will have no difficulty in collecting 

HIS RENTS. 

The center of the new town is the William 
O’Brien A&roade, or the mart, as the people 
call it for short. There is not anywhere a 
finer buiiding of the sort in a town so small. 
It is, perhaps, two hundred feet by seventy- 

and a single spacious story in height. 
Through the center runs a broad concre 
tloored hallway, on either side 
are a couple o t and airy shops, 
by far better than anything in the old town. 
A variety of businesses are already estab- 
lished here, and all are doing finely, as the 
merchants, with one accord, assured me. 
The arcade is by no means the only provision 
for shop-keeping, however. Long rows of 
shops are rapidly being builton the streets 
outside, each with ite house back of 
over it. These will 
twice as many esmen as the 
arcades, but only a few of them are complete. 
Besides, there are several fine rows of dwell - 
ings, some Of them already some 
in course of construction, and several hua- 
dred men are constantly at work extendin 
the town.

much more in whatis perishabie. Teach thy 
children in their tender years to fear God, 
Command not thy servants nor thy slaves ! 
anger, that they should not cease to fear Go 
who rules over you both; for he cometh not to 
call people by their looks, but he calls those 
whom the spirit has prepared. 

„And the way of death is this: First of all 
itis eviland fullof curses, and there is mur 
der upon it and adultery, lust, fornication, 
robbery, idolatry, sorcery, poisoning, rapaoc- 
ity, false witness, hypocrisy, double dealing, 
cunning, pride, malice, haughtiness, greed, 
foul language, envy, insolence, arrogance, 
self-love; here are te be found the persecu- 
tors of the just, the haters of truth and lovers 
of lies, they who deny that there will be 

just, they whe 

what is right 

judgment; those 

not for righteous 

but for evil purposes, who are strangers to 

‘meekness and to patience; bere are they who 

delight in 1 and yearn for rewards, who 

feel no pity for the poor, who work not forthe 

overworked, who know not their Creator; the 

murderers of children who shatter God’s im- 

age to pieces, who turn away from the needy, 

who trample on thé oppressed, defenders of the 

rich, unjust judges of the poor, sinners in all 

things. Beon your guard, my children, with 
all such persons.

to the point to be hit.“ The question is how 
to make the arrow fly along this perfectly 
straight line; that isthe problem and to re- 
state itis notte solve. In archery the ques- 
tion is solved by fulfilling many conditions, 
such as having your bowstring tight, your 
bow elastic, your arrow straight, etc. It is 
even #0 with life. The best kind of lite, 
which will exclude or greatly lessen quarrels, 
dissoluteness, murders, is also arrived at by 
having your bowstring tight, viz., wise 
rulers; your bow elastic, viz., power in- 
vested in the authorities, and your arrow 
straight, viz., the laws just and impartial. 
They, under pretext of organizing the best 
way of living, demolish all that has hereto- 
fore bettered and is atill caiculated to better 
human life. They ackaowledge no rulers, no 
authority, no iaws.’’ 

„But they maintain that without rulers, 
authority and laws human éxistence wil be 
in all respects better if people will only fulifil 
the law of Christ. 

„16, but what guarantee have we that 
people will fulfillthis flaw? Absolutely none. 
They say: f You have tried life with author!i- 
ties and laws, and it has never been anything 
but a fallure, Try it now without authorities 
and laws and you wil eoon see that it will de- 
come perfect. You have no right to deny this, 
not having put it to the test of experience.’ 
But here the sophism of these impious meu is 
manifest. 8 I this tone arethey a whit 
more logical than the acriculturist who should 
say: ‘You sow the seed in the ground and 
then cover it up with earth, and yet the bar- 
vest crop fails far below what you wish it to 
be. But my adviceto you 18, sow in the sea, 
and the results will be far more satisfactory. 
And do net attempt to meet this thesis witn a 
bare denial; you have no right to dose, never 
having put it to the test of experience. 

„„es, there is much truth in what gou é@ay,’’ 
answered Julius, beginning to falter in his 
resolution. 

„Nor is this@all,’’ continued the phy- 
sician; let us suppose that what’s absurd,

Those who are now alive will live on, dut 
their children will not, or certainly not more 
than one intenof the chiluren who would 
otherwise grow upto manhood. According 
to their own doctrine the children should and 
would be all equal, parents net preferring 
their oon chiidren to those of perfect 
strangers. Now how, I ask, will these chil- 
dren be tended to, cared for, brought up and 
shielded from all the dangers with 
which life bristies, whea we see 
now that all the passionate love which 
nature nas planted ia the mother’s breast for 
ber own offspring is scarcely enough to pre- 
serve children from ruin and death. If chil- 
dren fall like grass before the scythe now that 
the conditions are most favorable to them, 
what willit be when the only feeling left to 
mathers will be equal pity for all children. 
Whose child will a woman bring up and edu- 
cate? Who will sit up wakeful night after 
night with the sick, foui smelling child, if not 
the mother who gave it lite! Nature provided 
the child witha shield—motherly love; they 
tear, it pwar and put nothing in ite 
place. Who is to teach the child, to train it, 
to penetrate to its very soul, if not ite own 
father? Who will ward off dangers and suffer- 
ing from it? All this is taken away by Chris- 
tilanity—nayg, life itself, 1 mean the perpetua- 
tion of the human race, is taken away. 

There, too, you are rigitt,’’ interrupted 
Julius, Who was carried away by the physi- 
cian’s clear, business-like, eloquent way of 
putting things.

This testimony 
they sould give by a long eighty 
years’ life or by understanding the pains of a 
crue! death. It was quite immaterial to them 
in which of these two ways they fulfilled the 
main object of their existence. Physical 
death, which in the long rua was inevitable, 
had no terrors for them, and it wal quite as 
welcome now as filty years hence, but they 
were vehementiy desirous that theif lives 
should prove beneficial to their fellows and 
to make sure ofthis deputed Pamphilius to 
ask asa boon that their trial and execution 
should take place in the presence of the

which you know to founded on violence. 
Is thie fair? The world has always existed 
throuh and by means of its rulers. They 
take upon themselves the work and the re- 
sponsibility of governing, they protect us 
from foreign and domestic enemies. We sub- 
jects, in return for this, pay our rulers defer- 
ence and homage, obey their commands, and 
when needful, aasist them to serve the state. 

But you Christians instead of putting your 
shoulders to the wheel aad working fer the 
commonwealth as others do, rise «@rad- 
ually higher and higher in the obligation to 
treat others as your supériors and to able 
to consider yourselves (msar’s equals. Not 
satisfied with this, yéu 1 27 againat tri- 
bates and taxes, slavery, the law courts, exe- 
cutions and war—in a word, against all thos 
institutions which bind men together ab 
keep them united. If people were to give ear 
to your doctrines, society would 
very quickly fall to pleces and its members 
return to their pristine savagery. Living in 
State, you preach the destruction of the sou 
State; you, whose very existence de- 
pendent on that of the State. If the State did 
pot exist, you and your brethren would never 
have been heard of; we should all be slaves of 
Scyths or of the first savage tribes wit dis- 
covered us. 

Tou are like a tumor which destroys the 
body and yet lives solely upon the body. The 
living individual body strvggies with and an- 
ninilates the tumor, and we act and cannot 
but actin precisely the same way towards 
you. Hence, in spite of my promise 
to assist you to realize your wishes, I look 
upon your teneis as 8 pernicious 
9 dvile. Vile, because 1 hold that to gnaw 

he breast that nourished you ie néither bhon- 
ora dle nor just, ind this is what you are do- 
ing Who are willing to prefit by the advan- 
tages offered by the commonwéalth and yet 
refuse fo move a finger in eat ert of the o 
ganization by which it exists, and actually 
endeavor to pull it to Pieces.

„Tou contend that we, Christians, arouse 
in the breast of the slave a desire to be 
Cesar. In truth we do to the contrary; by 
wo an dee we preach patient 
humility aud work—wotk of what is con- 
sidered the lowest kind—the work of the com- 
mon day laborer. 

„About affaire of state we know nothing, 
understand nothing. We knew but one thing 
in that sphere, but that we know thoroughly 
beyond the possibility of doubt, namely that 
our happiness lies there where the happiness of 
other people isto de found, aud it is there 
that always seek it. The happiness of 
all men consists in their union, and their 
union must be brought about, not by vie- 
lence, but by love. The violence of a higuway- 
man towards a wayfarer is to our thinking 
neither more nor less abominabie than she 
Violence employed by troops against their 
prisqner or by the judge against the con- 
demned culprit, and itis impossible that we 
should deliberately consent to have hand or 

t im one or the other. Viclenee is refict 
aus, but our share in it consists not in ac- 
tively applying it to others, but in submitting 
to it without protest. a 

Tes, interrupted Julius, ‘‘but you only 
seem to be martyrs and to be ever eager to 
lay down your lives forthe truth. In reality 
truth is not en your side, you are proud mad- 
caps engaged in sapving the foundations of 
social ite. In words you preach love, but it 
needs no very searching analysis of the re- 
sults that flow from that love of yours to dis- 
cover that it should be called by a very differ- 
ent name; for the results in question are 
savagery, retrogression to the primitive state 
of mature, murders, robbery, violence of all 
kinds, etc., whien, according to your 
doctrines, must not be opposed of checked 
in amy way.’’ 

No; that is not 60, rejoined Pampbilius; 
wand if you will only consider carefully and 
impartially what results from our teaching 
and our living, you will seé without my point- 
ing it out, not only that murders, violence 
and robbery do not flow from them, but that 
on the contrary, erimes of nature cannot be 
suceessfully rooted out otherwise than by em- 
ploying the means we advocate. Murder, 
robbery and every kind of evil existed in the 
world long before Christianity appeared 
there, and people grappled with them in vain, 
employing these very means the efficacy of 
which we deny. These expedients, which all 
consist im meeting violence with violence, 
do not, cannot check crime, but they proyoke 
it by arousing in individuals feelings of an- 
gerand bitterness. 

Just look at the mighty Roman Empire. In 
no other country have such pains been taken 
to apply the laws asin Rome. The study and 
delicate adjustment of the legislation to the 
varying wants of the people have been raised 
to the rank of u special science there. The 
laws are taught in the schools, discussed in 
the Senate, reformed and administered by the 
most gifted citizens. Legal justice is regarded 
as one of the noblest human achievements, 
and the office of Judge is held in the highest 
esteem. And yet it is known to every one 
that there is no city existing at the present 
moment throughoutthe length and breadth 
of God’s earth which has sunk so deeply 
in the ooze of debauchery and crime as 
Rome. Call to mind the history of Rome and 
you will be strack by the fact that the Roman 
people were distinguished by many virtues 
in remoter times -notwithstaading the cir- 
cumstances thatthe laws then were neither 
so numerous nor drawn up with such care- 
fal eye to the 6nd in view at the present time. 
Now.a-days side by side with the study, ad- 
justment and application of the laws we ob 
serve a steady deteroration in the morals 
of the Roman people, the number of crimes 
continues to increase and the species of crimi- 
nal offenses grow more variousand artificial 
every day. 

Jo grapole successfully with crimes or with 
any deseription of evil is possible only by em- 
ploying the means which Christlanity places 
within our reach+viz.: love., The Pagan 
weapons of vengeance, punishment, violence 
are absurdly inefiigacious. lam sure that you, 
yousses, would Ike to see people refraining 
rom doing evil not from fear of punishment, 
but from a lack of desire to do what is wrong. 
Surely you woGid not wish mankind to 
resemble the wretches confined in prison who 
abstain from Committing crime only because 
they are continually watched and kept in 
order by their gaolers? All the preventive 
and remedial laws and punishments in tue 
world will net root out peopie’s propensities 
to do wrong and put a desire todo right in its 
piace. This resuitcan be accomplished only 
when you deal with the root of the evil which 
you seek to efadicate, and the root lies inside 
the individual. And to do this is our aim and 
object, whereas you confine yourself to the 
outward manifestations of theevil. You can 
never hope to reach its source; because you 
Go Hot seek fer it you do not knew where is is 
hidden. 

„„The most common and prevalent crimés, 
suchas murder, robbery, theft, fraud, have 
their source lu man’s desire to increase their 
stock of this world’s goods, or simply to ob- 
tain the bare necessities of Ilie, which for one 
reason or another they Cannot procure in any 
other way. Some of these crimes aré pun- 
ished by the law, although those which 
are the most complicated ana wide 
reaching in their effects are committed under 
the protecting wing of this same law, such, 
for instance, as hugs commercial frauds and 
the endless method ways of stripping the poor 
of their possessions, which are constantly 
practiced by therich. Those crimes which 


are punished by the law are to a certain ex- 


more diflicult,

tent checked or rather made 
and the criminals are driven, 
of incurring the penaity, to 

to work more prudently and cun- 
ningly than would be otherwise necessary, 
devising new species of crime which the law 
cannot punish. By practicing the teaching of 
the Christian religion a man keeps ciear of all 
such crimes as arise either from the scramble 
for riches or from the unequal distribution of 
wealth, great quantities of which are aecumu- 
lated in the hands of a few. We take away 
all motive to crime, to robbery and murder, 
solely by refusing totake for ourselves more 
than whattise strictly indispensable for the 
Support of life and by giving up to others all 
our free labor; thus it is that we 
never tempt others by the sight of ac- 
cumulated weaith, for we rarely possess 
more than is absviutely necessary for one 
day’ssupport. Hence, ift a mau who is driven 
to despair by the pains of hunger and,is ready 
to commit acrime in order to procure a crust 
of bread, comes to us, he will find what he is 
in search of, without having recourse to crime 
or violence, inasmuch as we live for the pur- 
pose of sharing our last morsel of food, our 
last shred of clothes with those who are suf- 
fering from hufiger and cold. And the result 
is that one class of criminals avoid us alto- 
gether, while the others come over to us, find 
salvation, abandon their oriminal life and 
listie by little becomes usetal workers, toiling 
like the others fer the common good of ali 
mankind.’’

How cana thoughtful woman, fee!- 
Dg some responsibility inthe training of her 
children or some desire to leave the world if 
not better—which should be her aim—at least 
mot worse for her living in it, how: can she 
reconcile ber conscience to the constant ob- 
ject-lessons in cruelty which the wearing of 
murdered birds holds up before her children?

** always ready to her lipse—that the birds she

vent it; it wouldn’t add to their sufferings if 
she used them; ifshe didn’t somebody else 
would. Butthis is the weakest of arguments, 
for, as she oughtto know, every woman who 
buys a bird this year insures the death of 
another next year. She cannot escape ber 
moral responsibility for 
THAT MURDER. 

Moreover, how does this agree with the 
lessons of justice and mercy she is trying to 
impart to her children? How do honest Chris- 
tian mothers and earnest Sunday-school 
teachers reconciie their countenance of this 
eruei trade with the gentle teachings of Jesus 
Ohr let, which they labor to inst I into the 
growing and, let me assure them, reasoning 
minds under their care? 

They may indeed shut their eyes to facts and 
harden their hearts againet arguments, but 
the child does not. What his teacher is and 
what she does has far greater weight with him 

what she says. He can draw conclu- 


ers, and though he may say nothing they 


fufiluence his whole tife. This is no fancy of 
mine, believe me. The life stories of men 
that have been to the world are full ot proofs 
ef the truth of my statement. 

While we are on the subject of morals, 
there’s another point to be spoken of, What 
right have we to take these lives? Long usage 
and the selfish doctrine which man has made 
im his own favor—that all the living inbabi- 
tante of the earth were created for his sole 
use—have accustomed us to think we havea 
2 to kill them for food. Putting aside 
this question, which nevertheless is capable 
ef argument, and whicb has whole nations in 

position to ourview, I will ask what au- 
ority have men, save their own murderous 
willis, for taking lives for pleasure; either the 
jeasure of kiiling, or of adorning themselves 
ith property thus obtained? 
\ This will seem to many an absurd question, 
ause we have so cenfirmed ourselves in 
our own seif-derived beliefs that we are blind 
tothe truth. Hut the feeling for the ‘‘rights’’ 
even of animals is aliving one. Men bave in 
the past assumed the right to torture their 
horses, but happily asense of justice is grow- 
ing, and we now bave laws to protect these 
unfortunates from the abuse of their masters, 
whom to cal! brutes isa libel upon 
FOUR-FOOTED CREATURES. 

For the utterly selfish, to whom the beauty 
of the earth and the happiness of ite inhabit- 
ante are nothing, who are not moved by the 

ufferings of innocent creatures nor disturbed 
the responsibilities of the lessons they are 

teaching, there is still another argument 
inst this use of birds before whic every 
must be sealed.

The beautiful warbiers filtting inces- 
santiy about the trees are working almost 
every instant in our interest, yet we—some of 
ns—wear their littie dead bodies in clusters 
and wreaths, and the insects increase and 
multiply apace. The roeebreasted grosbeak 
works more industriously than any hod- 
carrier, and never w#trikes for shorter hours; 
and whatis he doing? Carefully examining 
the potato plants aud picking off that pest, 
the potato-beetie. Unfortunately—more un- 
fortunately for us than for him—he has a 
beautiful coat; he is wanted to adorn some- 
body’s hat; his life of usefulness is cut short, 
and the bugs have free sweep with the pota-

These are but few of the most common 
birds. Icould goon all day and tell of the 
constant work of the feathered folk for man. 
Yet think what odds these beautiful creatures, 
our faithful servants, contend against! Re- 
member the armies of four-footed foes who 
lie in walt for thom and théir eggs—the cats 
Wessels, skunks, rats, squirrels and many i 
donot think of. Consider the snakes and 
ether reptiles which regularly devour their 
Senses and young, and do not forget their 
feathered enemies—crows, hawks, owls and 
jays—all of whom like eges and perhaps birds 
as well as we do ourselves. 

And then reflect on the attitude of

toward them: Firat, the men who shoot them 
for eating, for the fun of killing or fora col- 
lection; then the boys too young to wield the 
deadly zun, but amply equipped with sharp 
eyes, stout legs and thievish fingers, who 
scale the trees and scour the bushes and steal 
their eags, ten, fifteen or twenty of next year’s 
song birds in an afternoon sometimes. 

To this vast army of destroyers has woman 
atiaet joined herself. Woman, the tender- 
hearted, the lover of beauty and song, bas 
really cast the great weight of ber influence 
against the tribes of the air and the birds fall 
at her behest by millions. 

Pages have been written and published 
about thedesolation of former bird-haunted 
spots; every traveler who observes, every 
collector who goes out to secure the last lin- 
gering individual, reports the fearful slaugh- 
ter, the alarming decrease of birds, and the 
terrife and uucheckable increase of their 
prey—the insect—which shal! yet devour the 
world and the inbabitants thereof. 

Yet woman countenances, even encourages 
the wrong! 

Oh, my sisters, have we been called un- 
reasoning, selfish? Are we classed with 
thoughtiess children, with unteachabie idiote? 
Are we not guilty? 

**There is not a war in the world,’’ says an 
eminent man, a thinker and a warm friend and 
believer in woman, ‘‘there is no injustice but 
you women are answerable for it; not in that 
you have provoked, but in that you have not 
hindered. Men by their nature ate prone to 
Akut for any cause or for none.

Lenden Girls Bay Rudyard’s Photegraph 
and All Read His Books. 


Literary London, or the London that would 
like to be literary, must have a hero, and it 
chooses its here, never indeed wisely, but 
sometimes extremely well. There was a time 
when people talked of Rider Haggard. That 
was rather an unfortunate choice, and they 
have repented. Now that contrition has 
come it seems curious to think that the intel- 


lectual people ever could have really stood 
long to watch the transformations of 
the pyrotechnic She. But they 
did; they bad a taste for fire- 
works. It is as well to acknowledge the fact 
before they forget it. What they care for 
now is much more totheir credit. Real life 
in the India of to-day is at all events more 
wholesome to contemplate than impossible 
lite in the Korofl know not precisely how 
many centuries ago. To admire Rudyard 
Kipling is just now so much the fashion that I 
should be sorry to praise any one’s judgment 
on the strength ofso justan admiration. To 
be quite frank, one sees Plain Tales From 
the Hille’’ on tables which are not discrim- 
inating. The young women who ask where 
they can get Rudyard Kipling’s portrait 
(observe, in passing, that he is never 
spoken of without his Christian 
name) are not always the young 
woman who wears spectacies and cultivates 
opinions. Heis the fashion; all read him. 
Not to know bim is to be yourself unknown. 
How fine his work would be, one is inclined 
to say somet! s, if everybody didn’t insist 
On praiging him! That is the mere petulance 
of the literary scout who bas made a discoy- 
ery and is vexed because he cannot enjoy the 
delight of it himself. The sensation is selfish 
and degraded, butitis human. To think that 
a few years ago lonly knew of two or three 
9 Kugland who had heard of Marie 

ashkirteeff_! Now I only know of two or 
three people who have not heard of her. It 
is not a year ago sincel heard for the first 
time of Rudyard Kipling, and I saw his name 
forthe first time inthe signature of a letter 
shown me bya distinguished literary man 
who has the facuity of making discoveries. 
He roused my curosity so much that! began 


at once to make inguiries about this unknown | 


man withthe singular name, and the only 
man who could tell me anything about bim 
was a man wo had deen in India. And he 
had the impression that the writer of so many 
stories must be middle-aged. Since then 
Rudyard Kipling has made his debut at Lon- 
don, and amen other things he has shown 
the literary people that he is not middie- 
aged. One cannot safely speculate on the 
future of so young a writer, who has already 
so brilliant a past. It iste be boped that a 
merited success will not have too disastrous a 
result. Everbody (except Walter Pater) writes 
too much, and there is no doubt that Rudyard 
Kipling will write too much. But I have 
strong hopes that his course—which we are all 
watching withso much interest—will be an 
upward, and not a downward one.

Ican’t say how this fur 
furore has become so great. but it has and 
evérything isiurry now, and its becoming. 
I’m glad of it. We've got a 
great robe of shaggy, soft, be- 
coming fur in our drawing-room, 
and it makes such a perfect background when 
you have ona pretty and effective gown. I 
always have that rug thrown carelessly over 
a great low chair, and when I want to look 
particularly captivating for any favored caller 
I slip in the depths of that chair, rest my 
head agalnst its furry skin and feel oh, so 
comfortable, and they tell me look ever so 
sweet. Fur is just the background to furnish 
a human picture. I know it’s conceited to 
gay all this, but it’s true. 

The remarks of this naive young woman 
set the listener to thinking orm the 
fur subject. So, seeking a well 
known and fashionable fur dealer a few 
salient points were obtained on the subject 
now soimportant to the feminine world at 
large. To the query propounded as to the 
truth of there being ascarcity of sealskins 
the dealer replied no, decidedly. He said: 
**Seals afe rare simply when the dealers, or 
rather skin preparers wish them to be. There 
is no truth at all in that story. It is only 
gotten up for the motive of making the 
seal skins seem rarer, therefore more 
in demand in bigh fashion and 
consequently more cestly. The seals are as 
plentiful as formerly and the fact going the 
rounds that they are growing ‘nary’ 16 ail 
nonsense. Seal holds its own as the great fur 
favorite and new fashions come continually 
in which it figures. Besides the all seal 
sacques, newmarkets, ulsters, eto., there are 
the capes, while a novelty is the combination 
cape of seal and other fur. A woman loves 
her seal skin and the craze forthe fur will 
last a long time. 

**Another great favorite is 

‘ THE ASTRACHAN. 

The .astrachan comes fromthe astrachan 
lamb. The Persian fromtne Persian lamb 
and silver klimmer from Russia. The 
Persian and the Astrachan woo! is considered 
the nest on very young lambs and to ob- 
taln the wool atthe earliest stage possibile, 
the mother is often killed and the lamb’s fur 
obtained from the unborn animals. The 
skins as you see are very small. The furs are 
in greatdemand now especially in capes. 
In astrachan the wool canbe tightened er 
loosened as the dealer wishes and is used ina 
variety of forms. The favorite astrachan 
and Persian is black dye having been used to 
the get sable bute. The sliver kiim- 
meres you see is 1 in tint. That opera 
cape over there, which isin different shades 
of white with a golden effect, is dyed also the 
different shades, but that is not astrachan. 

In a long fur there is beaver and other fa- 
vor ites, too, but the really fine furs comes 
from tereign animale. We have few in Mis- 
souri. Lynx, beaver, to., in fact, lots of 
animals that could provide fur, but tney are 


used by the trappers solely for shipping es 
ort 


es and for ‘‘hatting,’’ asthefur used 
pats and caps is desixnated. The makers do 
not use the fur of the States as a rule for first- 
class articles, at any rate that of Missouri.

A few years ago the im- 
tle mink skin that now solls at 
40 cents would have brought $5 
but the muffs of the Idfiles began to age, and 
they discarded them 9 and the fur 
dealers then began to dye musk-rat pelts and 
imitate the mink with an inexpensive and 
cheap article; and soon the days of mink were 
numbered. 

Some time ago the ekin of the opessum came 
into favor, and the despised skin, which from 
early beginning was sold at 5 cents a pelt, 
sprang quickly to 30 cents, but the fad was a 
brief one and the

—— now only their original price. The 
biack skunk brings from 80 cents to $1.25 a pelt. 
The striped bring no more than the almost dis- 
carded opossum. Fox skins bring a limited 
value also, the red 70 cents to 51, the gray 40 
cents. Coon skins are a Southern product, of 
Tennessee especially. They bring from 10 
cents to 60 cents a pelt. They are considered 
valuable in one respect, and the larger and
